By 1970, Slkeston will have 
a population of 20,000. This 
projected growth is the major 
reason behind the proposed $1,* 
200,000 water and sewer im­ 
provement plan. 
At the present, both the water 
and 
sewer 
systems 
have 
reached or are close to reach* 
ing a limit in the number of 


people that they can serve. 
As the director of the state 
division of health has pointed 
out, another 5,000 people by 
1970 in the service areas would 
overload the systems. T h e 
existing systems would be un­ 
able to handle an additional 1,- 
200 families, and the commer­ 
cial and industrial facilities 
that would accompany them. 
Unless the improvement plan 
is approved by the voters In 
the special bond issue élection 
July 27, the inadequacy of the 
water and sewer works will pro­ 
vide a real, physical check on 
the city's future growth, The 
city will not be able to grow 
much larger than It already is, 


because families will not be able 
to obtain community services. 
This possible situation of 
population stagnation and its ill 
effects on commerce and in* 
dustry will be avoided if the 
voters of Slkeston are willing 
to provide for the future. 
Approval of the proposals 
will help assure that Sikeston’s 
healthy and prosperous growth 
will continue.

As a weather vane of South­ 
east 
Missoui's 
medical 
climate, the Delta Community 
Hospital Is pointed toward ex­ 
pansion. 
Plans are now being made by 
hospital authorities and archi­ 
tects and engineers for a three- 
story wing to be added to the 
present facilities and to be in 
operation by late 1968. 
"When we are finished with 
this phase of our expansion 
program,” Harold Jones hos­ 
pital 
administration, 
says 
"there will be nothing like this 
hospital in the area.” 
Included in the wing will be an 
enlarged 
radiology 
depart­ 
ment, and the most advanced 
medical equipment between St. 
Louis and Memphis. 
The Missouri Delta Commu­ 
nity, run by a 24-member board 
of directors on a non-profit 
basis, is owned by the com­ 
munity it serves. Its doors 
first opened Dec. 1, 1948, and 
since - including the new wing 
« the hospital has quadrupled 
its size. 
"The need is there for more 
hospital facilities,” Jones said, 
"and our people are becoming 
more health • conscious.” 
Figures compiled by Jones 
in 1963 covering admissions, 
days of patient care, and gen­ 
eral hospital usage share a 
common characteristic: an an­ 
nual increase. 
"Our growth rate has been 
10 per cent annually — and 
that's compounded,” the ad­ 
ministrator observed. 
Something 
else 
has 
in­ 
creased, too, and that increase 
is causing grave concern in pro­ 
fessional 
hospital 
circles, 
Jones noted. “ The cost of a 
day's care to a patient is also 
going up.” 
Although the rise is part of 
the inflationary trend in all 
business fields, the cost of 
maintaining human life strikes 
acutely. When the family bread­ 
winner 
must spend days or 
weeks in a hospital, paying more 
dally than he earns, the cost be­ 
comes a burden to both patient 
and family. 
“ One reason for our expan­ 
sion,” Jones said, “ is to save 
our patients money.” When a 
patient must be sent to a hos­ 
pital in St. Louis or Memphis, 
for example, members of his 
* family usually accompany him. 
The added expense of transpor­ 
tation to and from for patient 
and family, plus the cost of 
staying in a large city for an 
extended period of time, often 
makes expensive medical care 
the cheapest item on the budget. 
The hub of medical care was 
once the physician; but 
more 
attention is now being directed 
— by the public — to the area 
hospital. Injured persons are 
rushed to the hospital, now the 
hub of medical attention. 
“ We wish, of course, that 
more people would see their 
doctor sooner. In many cases, 
diagnostic treatment —- early 
enough — could save many pa­ 
tients several days in a hos­ 
pital and the severity of ill­ 
ness could be lessened con­ 
siderably.” 
A hospital is a drawing card 
for new doctors. The better the 
hospital facilities, the more 
likely a new doctor will start 
practice near that hospital.

The wing which will be added 
to this Sikeston hospital — the 
last addition went into use three 
years ago this month — will 
include at least two depart* 
ments geared to a special­ 
ist's 
needs: 
radiology and 
physical therapy. 
Re-locating departments in 
the hospital will also provide 
for expansion of the labora­ 
tory facilities to three times 
its present size. “We will be 
able to make better tissue tests 
as 
well 
as bacteriological 
studies, which are important 
in the discovery and control 
of staph infections.” 
The 
radiological 
depart­ 
ment will be tripled in size, 
and will 
offer cobalt treat­ 
ment, diagnostic treatment of 
the cranial area, and more ad­ 
vanced X-ray techniques. 
In addition, the hospital will 
have its own radium vault, for 
making radium implants. 
The physical therapy depart­

WASHINGTON 
— Missouri 
has top scientists, engineers 
and research Institutions. Why 
then, asks Sen. Edward V. Long, 
D-Mo., doesn’t the state re­ 
ceive more federal contracts 
for research and development? 
Last year, Long said In an In­ 
terview, his state received only 
2.7 per cent of the billions of 
dollars that the federal gov­ 
ernment spent for such work. 
But, in the following question 
and answer exchange, he sug­ 
gests how the situation could be 
revised to permit Missouri and 
other states in the same cate­ 
gory to benefit: 
Q. 
Congressional hearings 
have brought contentions of a 


geographical Imbalance In the 
way the federal 
government 
spends Its research and de­ 
velopment dollars which this 
year amounts to some $15 bil­ 
lion. Does this affect Missouri? 
A. R certainly does. Missouri, 
for Instance, received only 2.7 
per cent of all federal R and D 
Research 
and 
Development 
money in 1964 while California, 
Massachusetts and New York 
combined received over 50 per 
cent. 
No one can doubt that these 
big states are doing a fine job. 
But in many cases the univer­ 
sities and industries of Mis­ 
souri and other mldwestern 
states can do just as good a 
job. 
Q. Do you think research and 
development dollars should be 
spread more evenly among the 
states? 
A. Well, we should not take 
money away from the nation's 
top scientists. When we are 
spending 
federal money we 
must always seek the most com­ 
petent specialists to do the job. 
But what federal agencies often 
seem to overlook Is the fact 
that 
Missouri also has top 
scientists, engineers and re­ 
search Institutions. We have 
some outstanding research fa­ 


cilities and we have the techni­ 
cal capability to build and use 
new research facilities -- re­ 
actors, atom smashers, labora­ 
tories. 
Q. If the imbalance exists what 
solution to you propose to cor­ 
rect it? 
A. We must have a new na­ 
tional policy to channel funds to 
good institutions which 
are 
building their research capabil­ 
ity but which have often been 
overlooked by federal agencies. 
Q. Is it just up to the federal 
agencies? 
A. No. I think Missourians and 
other midwesterners must re ­ 
double their efforts to convince 
federal agencies that we can do 
the job. 
Missouri has already taken 
strides In the right direction. 
Missouri spent a lot of money 
to build the space science re ­ 
search center at Columbia. And 
Just a few weeks ago the Ford 
Foundation awarded Washington 
University and St. Louis Uni­ 
versity a total of $20 million 
for over-all university develop­ 
ment. 
Federal agencies have a habit 
of looking to some areas and not 
to others. We are working hard 
to change that habit.

In another time and under different circum­ 
stances Adlai Stevenson would have been Presi­ 
dent. 
He would have made a great one because the 
man, who collapsed and died in a London street 
Wednesday, was intelligent, gifted and a leader. 
Stevenson failed to be elected president in 
1952 and 1956 for one reason. He could not over­ 
come the personal popularity Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, the Republican nominee, achieved 
as commander-in-chief of the allied forces in 
Western Europe during World War II. People 
in both the presidential elections did not vote 
against Stevenson. A majority voted for Eisen­ 
hower, who was and still is a popular military 
hero. Partisan politics were obscured in both 
elections. 
The eloquent Stevenson may have been damaged 
to a minor extent because he was divorced but 
from what is publicly known about this separa­ 
tion he should not have been condemned for it. 
This writer covered an appearance by Eisen­ 
hower and Stevenson at the National Plowing 
Matches in Newton, Iowa, in 1956. The Steven­ 
son camp was gloomy. 
After the Eisenhower speech, Stevenson’s cam­ 
paign assistants complained ruefully that Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower had not discussed a single 
debatable issue in his Newton speech and pre­ 
dicted that he probably wouldn't during the whole 
campaign. Eisenhower didn’t, either. He was 
ahead then and he stayed ahead, saying nothing 
that was controversial or which would detract 
from his personal popularity. 
Stevenson’s finest hour was when he con­ 
fronted the Russians with the responsibility 
for building the missile sites in Cuba. Sticking 
photographic evidence under the noses of the 
Russians, he proved beyond a shadow of doubt 
to all the nations represented in the United 
Nations and to the entire world for that mat­ 
ter that the Soviet Union was responsible for 
arming a neighboring country to the United 
States in the western hemisphere. He was not 
flippant. He was deadly in earnest. He docu­ 
mented his case, carefully and intelligently. The 
Russians were speechless, shaken and em­ 
barrassed. Stevenson was never more effec­ 
tive. 
The UN provided a better forum for Steven­ 
son’s talents than the presidential election plat­ 
form. 
A brilliant, scholarly man with egg-head ten­ 
dencies, Stevenson was a gifted speaker but he 
spotflToYdJf the heads of tod many Americans to 
be a completely effective campaigner. He was 
the master of the quip and of the double entendre. 
He was as adept and clever at ad libbing as Red 
Skelton or Bob Hope but unfortunately his mean­ 
ing was not always as universally clear. 
Although he did not emphasize it, Stevenson had 
a newspaper background. He was a part owner 
of the Bloomington, 111., Pantagraph, owned by 
his family. 
Whatever minor flaws he may have had as a 
politician he was one of the greatest Americans 
of this era. He served with distinction as gov­ 
ernor 
of 
Missouri’s 
neighboring state of 
Illinois. 
Americans are saddened by his death. 
This country has lost am eloquent and con­ 
vincing voice in the United Nations who has 
vigorously defended our way of life.

Bills have again been introduced in Congress to 
prohibit the federal government from purchasing 
items manufactured abroad which are made 
from stolen U. S. patents.

FEATHERS STILL FLYING 
R looks to us as though that 
"chicken war" — supposedly 
settled when the U. S. Gov­ 
ernment accepted the figure of 
$26 million, established by the 
arbitration panel of GATT as 
the amount of damage done the 
U. S. poultry industry by Com­ 
mon Market countries is sud­ 
denly tripling the duty imposed 
on poultry from the U. S. - 
may break out anew, and on a 
wider front. 
. Having accepted the GATT as­ 
sessment of damage - which 
U. S. poultry exporters say 1s 
much too low - President John­ 
son has ordered sharp tariff 
increases on an odd assortment 
of Imports - brandy, 
motor 
trucks, dextrine and 
potato 
starch - that added up to about 
$26 million last year. 
As of January 7, according to 
the President's order, the tariff 
on brandies valued at $9 or 
more per gallon and in con­ 
tainers of a gallon or less, 
will be boosted from $1.25 to 
$5 a gallon - which will in­ 
crease the retail price by about 


a dollar a bottle. The duty on 
trucks will be raised from eight 
to 25 percent of value, 
on 
dextrine from 1.125 cents a 
pound to 3 cents and on potato 
starch from one cent a pound 
to 2.5 cents. The hikes on all 
four represent a return to those 
prescribed by toe Tariff Act 
of 1930 - up from toe drastic 
cuts established by toe Gen­ 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT). But toe U. S. 
action, officials point out, is 
only a suspension of toe lower 
rates which can be restored 
any time toe Common Market 
is ready to treat our chickens 
right. 
But the Common 
Market's 
Council 
of 
Ministers 
in 
Brussels is now contending that 
while the U. S. did suffer $26 
million worth of damage, toe 
fact that we are still exporting 
$20 million worth of poultry 
a year entitles us to only $6 
million in redress. To realize 
how ridiculous this is, we need 
only recall that our exports to 
Germany alone shrank from $50 
million in 1962 to $20 million 
this year, that our exporters 
figure their losses in all Com­ 
mon Market countries at $46 
million; and that it is these 
losses 
- pared 
down 
to 
$26 million by GATT - that we 
now plan to compensate. 
The indications are, however, 
that the U. S. will stand firm - 
which is the least we can do in 
view of the cut-rate compensa­ 
tion offered us by the GATT 
Council - and in view of toe 
volume of foreign manufactured 
goods entering our markets and 
priced to sell at retail below 
our cost of production. 
Actually, the "chicken war" 
has been but a "brushfire", 
compared with what it could 
grow into. That Common Mar­ 
ket Council in Brussels should 
realize that it is very well off 
indeed if we are satisfied with 
the scanty relief offered by 
GATT.

WE GET WHAT WE DESERVE 
Speaking editorially, toe Port­ 
land Oregonian makes an in­ 
teresting point. Oregon recently 
voted down, by a huge margin, 
a bill which would have in­ 
creased the state's income tax 
take. Yet, as the 
Oregonian 
says, state Income taxes are 
far less than the federal in­ 
come taxes paid by Oregonians 
--so ". . .it is hardly logical 
for the taxpayer to be so com­ 
placent about Uncle Sam's hefty 
tithe, yet so agitated over a 
moderate increase in the state's 
relatively small share." 
Then the paper offered an 
answer to this anomaly: "The 
most plausible explanation is 
that voters feel they have no 
effective voice in federal fiscal 
policy, whereas in this state 
via the initiative and referen­ 
dum — the 'Oregon system' 
—they can with comparative 
ease make their desires known. 
But taxpayers should not forget 
their power, wielded through 
the ballot box, is as potent 
at the federal level as at toe 
state level. The results are 
not as prompt or dramatic, but 
in the long run they can be 
fully as conclusive." 
U. S. Representatives and Sen­ 
ators in Congress are just as 
much aware of the importance 
of listening to the home folks 
as are local politicians. In other 
words, we can put into fed­ 
eral office those who 
favor 
economy and efficiency in gov­ 
ernment — or those who favor 
endless increases in spending 
and pork barrel politics. And, 
through our ballots, we get 
what we deserve, independence 
or Welfare State dependency.

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DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
AP — Some men fight out of 
hate, some fight out of love. 
Nguyen Van Ham, 23, a sturdy, 
handsome 
Vietnamese 
ser­ 
geant, fights for both reasons. 
"I hate toe Viet Cong, and I 
love my country," he said. 
"I have killed three Viet Cong. 
When I shoot them, I don't 
know why, but I feel very good.” 
"I love life very much be­ 
cause I am young. It looks to 
me like a rose. But I don't know 
how it will be later." 
Sgt. Ham is hardly a typical 
Vietnamese soldier. He is a 
Catholic, has a high school ed­ 
ucation, and now serves as a 
battlefront interpreter with toe 
Da Nang special sector forces 
here. But his story illustrates 
both the wartime plight and toe 
long-term hopes of Vietnamese 
youth. 
"I was eight when they — the 
Viet Cong — shot mybrotoer," 
he said. "I came across his 
body in the street. I cried and 
cried. Not long after that they 
came to our house at 
two 
o'clock in toe morning. They 
asked my father for 
1,000 
piastres. He refused. 
"They took him away. 1 was a

any well starts producing, It 
starts running dry. Many wells 
last for years, but none last for­ 
ever. 
That being the case, oilmen 
have to look for new petroleum 
reserves in areas where oil 
and gas have not previously 
been found. 
The search takes them to some 
far-flung places. One oil com­ 
pany, for example, is currently 
drilling 
exploratory 
wells 
nearly as widely separated as 
the borders of the nation will 
permit. 
These projects—known in the 
oil business as rank wildcats— 


áre on a rocky, mountainous 
Alaskan peninsual; 
“J® 
Mexican border in Southwest 
Texas; near toe Everglades on 
the west coast of Florida; in 
rolling farm country in upstate 
New York; and in 
Oregon s 
Willamette Valley. Each 
of 
these five tests is at least 
1,200 mUes from the others. 
Prospecting tor oil is a lot 
different from saddling up a 
burro and going off alone to 
look for gold nuggets. Desplt 
some 
helpful 
clues 
from 
geologists and geo-phuslcists, 
the only way oilmen can be sure 
of finding petroleum is to drill 
a well. Hiat. means investing in 
tremendously expensive 
ma­ 
chinery and equipment. 
Hie 
average well on land, whether 
productive or not, costs nearly 
$55,000, while offshore wells 
cost an average of $382,000. 
When they drill a well—which 
may probe as far down as 4 
or 5 miles below the earth's 
surface — oilmen 
have no 
guarantee of success. Of every 
100 wells drilled in untested 
areas, only three find com­ 
mercial quantitltles of oil or 


Despite those odds, oilmen 
drilled some 10,800 exploratory 
wells in this country last year. 
This is the kind of determined 
effort 
which 
has 
made 
petroleum-producing areas out 
of 33 of our states. Hiis is 
the kind of work it takes to 
supply nearly 75 percent of 
America's energy needs.

Marks, 
whom toe President 
picked to handle the delicate, 
highly important job of selling 
toe United States to toe world 
as head of toe U£. Information 
Agency, is one of the most 
dedicated and unassuming young 1 
communications 
lawyers in 
Washington. 
For some years he has given 
up his time and spent his own 
money visiting Pakistan, to* 
dia, Ethiopia and the South Pa­ 
cific, lecturing before law uni­ 
versities, organizing education­ 
al television and working at 
people-to.people friendship. He 
was promoting toe basic princi­ 
ple of the UJ5. Information Agen­ 
cy long before appointment to be 
its head. 
He also served as director of 
the Communications Satellite 
Corporation and as attorney for 
Mrs. Johnson's radio and tv 
properties, in fact, he is the 
chief reason those properties 
have become prosperous. 
Mark’s most important con­ 
tribution to toe nation, however, 
has been in promoting edu­ 
cational TV. Last year Marks 
found that the remote Ameri­ 
can islands of Samoa faced a 
serious problem in educating its 
youngsters and toe cost of im­ 
porting 300 American teachers 
— who were difficult to get. 
So Marks helped push an ap­ 
propriation through Congress, 
then took time to accompany 
Rep. Mike Kirwan, D-Ohio, to 
Samoa to initiate an island chain 
of educational television. From 
various parts of toe Pacific, 
even as far as toe island of 
Tonga, near New Zealand, offi­ 
cials came to marvel at this 
educational milestone. 
Two years earlier, when 
President Kennedy signed the 
educational TV bill, he handed 
the pen to 8en. Warren Mag- 
nuson, D-Wash., Chairman of 
the Senate Commerce Commit­ 
tee. But Ma gnu son told Ken­ 
nedy that two men deserved 
chief credit for the bill — Lyn­ 
don Johnson, then Vice Presi­ 
dent, and Leonard Marks. 
He referred to the fact that 
six years earlier Marks had 
gone to Johnson, then a Sena­ 
tor, and urged him to help pro­ 
vide toe nation with education­ 
al TV. Working with Magnuson 
and Marks, Johnson had pushed 
the bill through toe 8enate,only 
to have it blocked in toe House. 
He 
persevered and finally 
passed it. 
So Magnuson, handing toe pen 
to Marks, said, "You're the real 
father of 
educational tele­ 
vision."

—BREAD AND WHEAT— 
There was more than meets 
toe eye behind that "economic 
letter* by toe First National City 
Bank of N ew York blasting Sec­ 
retary Freeman's farm pro­ 
gram as an inconsistent tax on 
bread at a time when the Ad­ 
ministration is cutting the tax 
on luxuries. 
All you have to do is to 
look over the directors of toe 
First National City Bank to see 
why it, of all banks, jumped 
into toe controversy over the 
Freeman wheat program. The 
bank’s directors include some 
of toe biggest baking and food 
executives in toe nation, as fol­ 
lows: 
C- G. Mortimer, chairman 
of General Foods, which oper­ 
ates 52 plants — 37 in the 
USA, 15 abroad — producing 
breakfast foods, flour and cake 
mix, etc., with a 1963 gross of 
$1.9 billion and a net profit 
of $169,000,000. 
Howard C.Sheperd, director 
of Borden, which now produces 
a wide variety of food items 
including biscuits, pretzels and 
baking ingredients. 
Freeman J. Daniels, direc­ 
tor of Helme Products, makers 
of pretzels, cookies, popcorn 
and snack foods. 
John E. Bierwirth, chairman 
of National Distillers, heavy 
users of grain. 
J. Peter Grace, of W. R. 
Grace and Co., who is a di­ 
rector of toe Miller Brewing 
Co., another big grain user. 
W. M. Batten, chairman of 
J. C. Penney and 
a 
mem­ 
ber of LBJ*s national commis­ 
sion on food marketing, one of 
two Republicans among toe five 
public members. He is a spear­ 
head for chain store operations. 
Secretary Freeman points out 
that for toe past 18 years, toe 
price of wheat received by toe 
farmer has remained stationary 
at 2.7 cents for toe wheat that 
goes into a loaf of bread. Mean­ 
while the price of a loaf of bread 
charged by toe baker has gone 
up from 13 to 21 cents a loaf. 
He claims that toe baking in­ 
dustry can absorb an increased 
. payment to toe farmer from $2 
to $2.50 per bushel. 
The baking industry claims It 
can’t, must pass a two cents- 
per4oaf price increase on to the 
consumer. It has hired Carl El­ 
liott, former liberal Alabama 
congressman, and Maurice Ros­ 
enblatt, former Secretary of the 
Committee for an Effective Con­ 
gress, to combat the Freeman 
farm program.

While the increased 
cost of wheat could be absorbed 
by the big bakers, many of toe 
small independents will be in a 
difficult bind, might go out of 
business.

If they take toe Fifth Amend­ 
ment, as most of them are do­ 
ing, they probably lose their 
jobs with Internal Revenue, ft’s 
a long standing rule that no 
tax agent can take the Fifth 
Amendment before a Congres­ 
sional committee. 
If, on toe other hand, they 
testify and admit they tapped* 
wires, they put themselves in 
violation of toe Pennsylvania 
law which makes wiretapping 
illegal. 
The Internal Revenue Com­ 
missioner, Sheldon Cohen, was 
not in office when this wire 
tapping took place, and has in­ 
formed Sen. Ed Long, D-Mo., 
chairman of toe Senate sub­ 
committee on eavesdropping, 
that he has taken steps to cor­ 
rect toe situation. 
Nevertheless, it remains a 
fact that various Federal agen­ 
cies have engaged in wire­ 
tapping for some years in se­ 
curing evidence against the un­ 
derworld. 
Hie current investigation, 
dealing chiefly with feiternal 
Revenue 
activities in Pitts­ 
burgh, Pa., is linked in toe 
minds of some Senators with 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, D- 
N.Y., when he was Attorney 
General, at which time it was 
reported he used wire tapping 
extensively, 
some 
critics 
claimed as a political weapon. 
A star Senate witness (set 
to testify Hiursday, July 15) 
is Tony Grosso, convicted lit­ 
tle king of toe numbers racket 
in Allegheny county. Grosso 
is now appealing his con­ 
viction of $190,000 fine and nine 
years prison sentence on Fed­ 
eral gambling tax charges. 
Grosso was used as a wit­ 
ness by toe government in an 
income tax case against As­ 
sistant Superintendent of Pitts­ 
burgh Police Lawrence J. Ma­ 
loney, recently acquitted of 
charges that he failed to re­ 
port $230,873 in income for toe 
six years from 1958-63. 
Maloney claimed he won $44,- 
875 in bets at the tracks and 
gambling tables, of which $7,- 
700 won at the Star Dust in Las 
Vegas was used to pay off toe 
mortgage on his home. Maloney 
claimed he made more in bets 
than his $40,945 salary for those 
years. 
Maloney denied he had taken 
bribes from Grosso, Marvin D. 
"The Wig** Walkow, Waiter 
"Pavo" Crlsante, Meyer Sigal 
and Henry Katz. 
8igal was sentenced to five 
years imprisonment on charg­ 
es growing out of a $6,000-a- 
day numbers book, Katz was 
convicted on a Federal gambling 
tax charge, and Walkow was 
arrested in a raid on an al­ 
leged numbers operation.

Some two years ago, when the 
National Assn. of 
Manufac­ 
turers wanted someone to give 
it a new, crackling dynamic 
image, 
it appointed w. 
P. 
"Gully” Gullander 
its per­ 
manent president. He took on 
the assignment with the gusto 
of a plunging fullback. During 
one of the moments when be 
stood still long enough to listen 
to a question, I asked him 
what he thought of President 
Johnson's poverty 
program. 
Here is his reply: 
By W. P. Gullander 
President, National Association 
of Manufacturers 
New York: The widespread at­ 
tention 
given toe 
federal 
Poverty Program has largely 
obscured the fact that a variety 
of non-governmental solutions 
are assisting toe jobless or 
disadvantaged citizen in over­ 
coming his economic handicaps. 
These solutions, often un- 
1 heralded, continue to spring 
up in community after com­ 
munity. Getting to know about 
them presents a problem. There 
is no GHQ to turn to. No Big 
Boss gives orders or gets re­ 
ports. No master 
computer 
spews out the results of this 
endless variety of voluntary 
effort. 
Nevertheless, we know that 
from countless clusters of pri­ 
vate 
initiative and respon­ 
sibility various kinds of help, 
continue to emerge for toe hap­ 
less citizen who may be handi­ 
capped by lack of skill, train­ 
ing or education in his quest 
for greater economic oppor­ 
tunity. 
Last summer the National As­ 
sociation of Manufacturers set 
out to collect case histories 
of company-inspired or com­ 
munity-inspired programs that 
were getting results in this 
social service area. Later we 
set up a national clearinghouse 
called STEP, which stands for 
Solutions To Employment Prob­ 
lems, to which citizen-leaders 
could turn for validated methods 
of dealing with some of these 
problems. 
Big towns, middle-sized towns 
and small towns all have been 
the sources of useful examples, 
some of them long antedating 
the birth of the federal Poverty 
Program. Let me give some 
illustrations of what goes on 
voluntarily in industrial Amer­ 
ica to permit more citizens to 
participate in toe mainstream 
of American economic life. 
In Chicago, a job-mecca where 
the versatile usually thrive but 
where the unskilled may falter 
In face of changing job re­ 
quirements, some notable ex­ 
amples exist, of which the fol­ 
lowing may be of particular 
interest.^ 
A national food processor had 
long provided employment in 
its Chicago warehouse for ap­ 
plicants with minimal educa­ 
tional backgrounds. But the de­ 
mands of the marketplace for 
a greater variety of products 
and product labels recently be­ 
gan dictating a change In hir­ 
ing standards. To curtail errors 
in shipments, it became im­ 
perative that a greater portion 
of the warehouse workers be 
able to comprehend p^kfflglng 


and shipping instructions more 
efficiently. 
The 
company, 
therefore, 
has 
established 
classes at the grammar school 
level, grades 1 to 6, to provide 
present 
employes and 
ap­ 
plicants with the required visual 
and verbal skills to handle to­ 
day's type of work. 
In Indianapolis, a leading elec­ 
tronics plant has found it advis­ 
able to provide in-plant Instruc­ 
tion at toe high school level 
ol Tiearningr*to make it possible 
for employes to adapt to in­ 
creasingly sophisticated manu­ 
facturing methods. With 
toe 
flicker 
of 
learning 
re­ 
awakened, a number of em­ 
ployes 
requested the oppor­ 
tunity of pursuing their studies 
through to the goal of a high 
school diploma. Company of­ 
ficials worked out such an ac­ 
ceptable plan with Indianapolis 
Public School officials, 
and 
graduating exercises recently 
were held in the plant for toe 
accredited pilot group. 
In Bedford, Ohio, near Cleve­ 
land, two community - wide 
problems were simultaneously 
faced: an alarmingly high school 
drop-out rate existed, and local 
industry found Itself short of 
skilled help. Industrialists and 
school authorities teamed up to 
produce a twin solution. Local 
businessmen contributed over a 
million dollars of equipment to 
the schools. Youngsters willing 
to complete specified vocational 
training courses were promised 
jobs in local plants on present­ 
ing their school certificates. 
Bedford's school drop-out rate 
has been cut far below the na­ 
tional norm, and industry's re- 
crulting problem has 
been 
largely solved. 
In Freeland, Pennsylvania, an 
anthracite coal region north­ 
west of Allentown, chronically 
unemployed miners are now 
productively engaged in making 
exhaust fans, range hoods, air 
purifiers and other home equip­ 
ment. This is due to the con­ 
viction 
of an Industrialist, 
Gerald L. Cohen, who grew up 
in toe area, knew the character 
of the work force available, and 
built a plant in the depressed 
town. 
Relying on on-the-job 
training methods, Mr. Cohen 
quickly disproved the theory 
that the future holds no hope 
for the workers 
whose only 
occupational experience here­ 
tofore has been in the mines. 
Other STEP case 
histories 
have been researched on toe 
San Francisco Peninsula and in 
Spartanburg, S. C.; Lynchburg, 
Va.; Braxton Court, W. Va.; 
Dayton, O.; Toms River, N. J.J 
Baltimore, Md.; Ithaca, N. Y.; 
Hartford, 
Conn.; Meadvllle, 
Pa.; Camden, N. J.; Melrose 
Park, Hi.; Cleveland, O.; and 
many other cities and towns, 
small and large, across the 
land. 
The private probing for solu­ 
tions goes on, constantly. The 
local businessman is working 
in harness in many cases with 
the educator, the social worker, 
the public official, and as re­ 
sult of their mutual interest 
they all are getting to know and 
respect one another in a mean­ 
ingful manner. They are build­ 
ing a stronger America, com­ 
munity by community, in the 
American tradition of voluntary 
cooperation for the common 
good.

Moses of old, who led a few 
people to freedom, Christ shep­ 
herds all mankind in His pass- 
over from slavery to freedom, 
from sin to grace, from death 
to life. 
The Supper of the Lord (Pass- 
over Meal or commonly called 
by Catholics, The Mass) is the 
Memorial of the New Covenant. 
The new Passover becomes the 
Pass-over of all men. 
The 
Christ has passed over to the 
Father, and we with Him. His 
death r. resurrection brought 
about a decisive change, though 
perceptible only by faith, by 
which suffering 
and death, 
brought into the world by sin, 
have now been made redemp­ 
tive. The Resurrection of Christ 
has renewed the meaning of 
death for the Christian. 
Christ did wlu.. man could 
never do — reversed death to 
life. The way of death becomes 
for man, the way of life. In this 
manner God's Son bridged time 
and eternity. The death-resur­ 
rection message and event set 
free the Life within Christ and 
poured forth into His human 
form, that we might share in 
the abundance of Life itself.

Basically, 
it would call for a wheat opera­ 
tion for the 1966 through 1969 
period similar to the one in 
effect for 1964 through 1965 
crops.

PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (AP) 
— What do people do in a desert 
resort whan summer comes and 
the temperatures blazes up past 
100? 
Residents of this plush spa on 
the California Desert thought 
they had it figured out long ago:

There was a time when, in 
July and August, they would 
have rolled up the sidewalks — 
except that they were too hot to 
handle. 
But that was before the days 
of air conditioning — and a 
growing trend to turn Palm 
Springs into something it never 
has been before: A year-round 
city.

It hopes first to 
extend the winter season, whicl 
now simmers to a halt in April. 
It may have to be a hard sell. 
The average May high is 94. In 
June it's 102. There's not much 
even the Chamber of Commerce, 
can do about July — average 
high 108 — or August— 106. 
Years ago Palm Springs be­ 
came a caretaker's town after 
Easter, 
when 
everyone who 
could do so promptly left for 
cooler country. Almost every­ 
thing but the police and fire de­ 
partment closed. 
Palm Springs is a testing 
ground for new materials in 
building, 
new 
insulations, 
design innovations to make sum­ 
mer survival not only practical 
but pleasant. 
You'll notice swimming pools 
built on the north side of a 
house, instead of the sunny 
south side, where most people 
prefer them. A shaded pool 
stays cooler. To keep the deck­ 
ing around the pool from getting 
too hot to walk on, architects 
are experimenting with knobby 
surfaced concrete to diffuse the 
heat. 
Buildings have few windows 
feeing the sun, and wide, over­ 
hanging eaves to protect those 
which might otherwise be ex­ 
posed. 
Cars, of course, are usually 
air conditioned. Tinted glass 
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and light colors are popular be­ 
cause they help keep the interi­ 
or cooler. 
Much of the city's social life is 
at pool side. There are 18,000 
so-called permanent residents 
and the city has 3,400 pools — 
more per capita than any other 
U £ . city. In residential areas 
about every other house has one.

Fighting gets 
heavier each week but no deci­ 
sive gains have been made by 
either side during the past year. 
Q. Do American officials have 
hopes that this deadlock can be 
broken? 
A. Yes. The American strate­ 
gy in Viet Nam is now based on 
wearing the enemy out and 
bleeding him dry. American 
policymakers reason that re­ 
sources on the anti-Viet Cong 
side will outlast those of the 
Viet Cong. Washington current­ 
ly views this as a war of attri­ 
tion, in which victory will go to 
the side with greatest staying 
power. 
Q. What does the Viet Cong 
think about this view? 
A • The Viet Cong, according 
to all its broadcast statements, 
also believes this is a war of 
attrition. 
However, the Viet 
Cong feels it will outlast both 
the Saigon government and the 
Americans. The second in com­ 
mand of the National Liberation 
Front (Viet Cong) told a Japa­ 
nese reporter that he felt an 
American force of four million 


men would be needed to stop the 
Viet Cong. He added he didn’t 
feel America was willing to 
make that kind of commitment. 
Q. If no decisive gains have 
been made by either side during 
the past year, are any trends 
visible? 
A. Yes, and many seem to 
favor the Viet Cong. & has 
been a year of stepped-up ter- 
orism and sabotage for the 
Viet Cong who have clamped a 
strangle-hold on much of the na­ 
tion’s 
communications. 
An 
ominous sign is that America 
is sending 50,000 tons of rice 
to Viet Nam, which normally 
has a large surplus for ex­ 
port. 
The Viet Cong, no longer con­ 
tent to tax 
rice 
shipments 
through their territory, a r e 
stopping them. The same has 
happened to rubber and other 
goods. Saigon is critically short 
of electric power, due to sabo­ 
tage of power lines leading from 
the hydroelectric plant at Da 
Nhim 150 miles to the north­ 
east. Government forces are 
clearing some roads the Viet 
Cong has closed, but nearly 
every clearing operation brings 
an ambush or attack. Keeping 
roads open is becoming a ma­ 
jor military operation. More 
and more large government 
posts and towns have come un­ 
der attack in recent months, 
and three district capitals have 
fallen in the past month. Two 
were retaken but a third is still 
in Viet Cong hands. Govern­ 
ment forces felt the risk of 
ambush in retaking the town 
was too great. In the military 
field, with exceptions here and 
there, the Viet Cong seem to 
move steadily ahead. 
Q. What is the current armed 


.strength of the South Vietnam­ 
ese fighting forces? 
A. Nearly half a million, in a 
nation of about 14 million. 
Q. During the past year has 
this figure gone up or down? 
A. Up, despite casualties and 
discharges. The draft has been 
stepped up sharply. Current 
figures are about 120,000 high­ 
er than one year ago. 
Q. How many US. service­ 
men are in Viet Nam? 
A. About 70,000, but this fig­ 
ure increases almost daily. 
More US. Marines are already 
earmarked for Viet Nam. 
Q.Are more US. troops like­ 
ly to be committed? 
A. Yes. No top official is 
willing now to make a guess as 
to how many eventually will be 
sent. The answer depends large­ 
ly on what the Viet Cong does. 
Current indications are the Viet 
Cong hopes for some big mili­ 
tary gains in the near future 
and that Vietnamese govern­ 
ment forces will not be enough 
to hold the line. This will mean 
more Americans in hattle.

out spacecraft attack is shaping 
up on that old problem of what 
to do about the weather. If suc­ 
cessful, it could save U. S. 
industry, transportation, mark­ 
eting and agriculture several 
billion dollars a year - many 
times the cost of the project. 
Tiros 10, last of the experi­ 
mental weather satellites, has 
just 
joined 
three of 
its 
predecessors still taking pic­ 
tures of weather and weather- 
oreeding conditions around the. 


world. 
Since Tiros 1 was launched in 
1960, the first nine satellites 
have produced 500,000 TV pho­ 
tos. Based on them the Weather 
Bureau has Issued some 4,000 
advisories and warnings. Bene- 
fittlng in the consequent saving 
of lives and property have been 
25 other nations. The program 
to date has cost about $60 mil­ 
lion. 
Early next year the ftill-scale 
program, called TOS for Tiros 
Operational Satellites, 
will 
start. It will cost about $30 
million a year to operate and 
will serve a government agency 
created this week, Environ­ 
mental Science Services Ad­ 
ministration. This combines the 
work 
of 
the U. S. Weather 
Bureau 
and 
the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. In October 
it also will Include the Central 
Radio Propagation Laboratory. 
The new agency is charged 
with creating “ a single national^ 
focus 
for 
our 
efforts to' 
describe, understand and pre­ 
dict the state of the oceans, 
the state of the lower and up­ 
per atmosphere and the size 
and shape of the earth.” 
The aim is eventually to find 
out how to control the weather 
or modify its effects. A more 
immediate goal is to perfect 
ways of predicting weather ac- 
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curately. The National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion NASA has said that if 
accuracy could be obtained only 
five days in advance the annual 
savings in the United States 
alone could run as high as: 
Agriculture, $2 1/2 billion; 
lumber industry, $45 million; 
surface transportation, $100 
million; retail marketing, $75 
million; water resources man­ 
agement, $3 billion a year. 
The Tiros 10 spacecraft, built 
for NASA by Radio Corpora­ 
tion of America, is specifically 
charged with covering the 1965 
hurricane season in the United 
States. 
Like Tiros 9, it is in polar 
orbit and covers 80 per cent 
of the earth’s surface each day. 
Tiros 10 will send back photos 
of cloud cover, storms, hurri­ 
canes and typhoons in all their 
stages.

who worshipped him. I remem­ 
ber him sitting on a beach on 
the Island of Corfu off the 
Coast of Greece reading poetry 
to young American students, or 
signing autographs tor German 
tourists who waded out into the 
surf to shake hands while he 
was swimming off the Yugoslav 
Coast. 
I have seen him listen patient­ 
ly to Yugoslav labor leaders 
high up in the mountains 
of 
Montenegro. And I remember 
his kindliness in giving me a 
bed in his Waldorf apartment 
whenever hotel rooms in New 
York were scarce. 
One of the last times I saw 
Adlal was on a sailing ship 
crusing 
through 
the 
West 
Indies. It was a lazy February 
under a tropic sun. The water 
was azure blue. The sand was 
warm and white. Adlai 
had 
taken advantage of a hiatus 
at the UN to fly down to the 
Caribbean. He loved to swim, 
to wander among the thatch- 
roofed 
cottages 
and banana 
trees 
and the 
narrow, tidy 
streets of those tiny West In­ 
dian Islands. 
And I remember another trip 
to a lake up in the mountains of 
Montenegro where Adlai was 
supposed to fish. I wasn't quite 
sure whether he really wanted 
to fish, but the Yugoslavs had 
heard he like fishing, so whether 
he wanted to or not he had to 
fish. Adlal was polite about It. 
He sat for an hour In a little 
rowboat as the sun went down, 
it got cooler and cooler, trying 
to catch something in that al­ 
ready well-fished lake. 
Then he waited for another 
two hours or so on shore while 
our Montenegrin hosts prepared 
dinner. The dinner was to have 
been ready at about six. 
It 
reached the table about eight. 
But Adlai never complained. 
Next day we were scheduled 
to go on over the Montenegrin 
Alps 
to 
Old Serbia. 
But a 
youngster in our party became 
sick, so he stayed behind to 
take care of her. 


ARCHITECT OF ITALY 
I first knew Adlai Stevenson 
during the war when he came 
to Washington as an assistant 
to Col. Frank Knox, publisher 
of the Chicago Dally News, a 
Republican whom Roosevelt had 
drafted to be Secretary of the 
Navy. Later Adlai tried to buy 
the news, never could 
raise 
the money. He also aspired to 
become Under Secretary of the 
Navy. James Forrestal, then 
Secretary, turned him down. If 
he hadn't, history might have 
been different. 
Stevenson went to Europe to­ 
ward the end of the war, and 
after the war participated in 
the political rehabilitation of 
Italy. It's been forgotten but, 
he more than any other one 
man, decided that Italy should 
ditch the old Monarchy tor a 
Republican form of government. 
Adlai Stevenson's life started 
with tragedy, and personal dis­ 
appointments 
marked 
the 
path of his career. At 
a 
Christmas family reunion 
in 
Bloomington, 111., AdlaL then 
in his teens, was showing off 
a rifle when it fired accident­ 
ally and his cousin was killed. 
In later years, his wife 
di­ 
vorced him. She did not like 
official life in Springfield when 
Adlai was Governor of Illinois« 
Subsequently 
she 
was bitter 
over the divorce. 
His two tries tor the Presi­ 
dency were uphill races against 
a war hero, and the truth is

that Adlal did not really want 
to run. Especially he did not 
want to run the second time 
when, in 1956, he knew Eisen­ 
hower would be impossible to 
beat. 
I remember 
one telephone 
conversation with him in May 
of 1956, two months before the 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion, a period when both Sen. 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee 
and Gov. Averell Harrlman of 
New 
York were 
contesting 
Adlai's renomination. 
Stevenson 
was 
coming to 
Washington for a big Demo­ 
cratic dinner in honor of the 
late Sen. Walter 
George 
of 
Georgia and I phoned him in 
Chicago suggesting that, if he 
stop by my home on the way 
from the Washington airport, 
Kefauver would be there and 
would be willing to announce 
that night at the Sen. George 
dinner that he would turn all 
his delegates over to Steven­ 
son. 
“ It wouldn’t be fair 
to 
Averell," was Adlai's reply. 
He did not get together with 
Kefauver. Tlie two continued 
their battle down to the opening 
of the convention. 
During the campaign 
that 
followed, Adlal twice put his 
political courage ahead of his 
political welfare. 
Once was against Dulles's in­ 
direct pledge of American aid in 
liberating Poland, Hungary and 
other 
satellite countries from 
the grip of Moscow. It was a 
popular vote-getter in the Pol- 
lsh-Hungarian cities of Detroit, 
Buffalo, Chicago and Cleveland. 
But Adlai would not buy it. He 
said publicly that it was un­ 
realistic to think that the United 
States would go to war to lib­ 
erate these countries. He lost 
much of the Pollsh-Hungarian- 
Slavlc vote. 
He also came out in favor 
of a ban on all Nuclear tests. 


Eisenhower hooted at the idea. 
Nixon called it theatrical and 
foolish. Tills was in Septem­ 
ber, 1956, at the height of his 
election campaign, and seven 
years 
before 
we 
finally 
negotiated a Test-Ban Treaty. 
Key Democrats urged Adlai to 
backtrack. It was costing him 
votes. But he stuck to his guns. 
The world now knows that he 
was right. 
Adlai suffered another non­ 
personal, but Important disap­ 
pointment in 1960 which he 
once told me about. It was well 
known, of course, that his de­ 
sire to be Secretary of State 
was rebuffed by Kennedy. TTie 
President-elect was fearful that 
he 
could not control Foreign 
Policy with Adlai as Secretary 
of State. 
But though Adlai was willing 
to play second fiddle as Am­ 
bassador to the UN, he tried 
to persuade the new President 
to make a new start toward 
better 
understanding 
with 
Khrushchev. 
Adlai argued that Khrushchev, 
in the early winter of, 1961, 
faced problems with the Chinese 
and the old Stalinist crowd; that 
he wanted to settle Berlin and 
arrange a long-term practical 
friendship 
with 
the 
United 
States. 
Kennedy 
took an 
opposite 
course. And it was not until two 
years later that Kennedy, In his 
American 
University 
speech 
advocating coexistence, finally 


made it clear that Stevenson 
was right. By this time, how­ 
ever, Khrushchev had developed 
a lot of political 
enemies at 
home and a lot of scar tissue 
had complicated relations be­ 
tween the United States and 
the Communist world.

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No Hint 
Of Life 
On Mars 


PASADENA, Calif. 
AP -- 
Man's first closeup picture of 
Mars 
shows a remarkably 
earth-like desert area — but 
gives no hint of an answer to 
whether the mysterious planet 
could harbor life. 
The poorly defined 
picture 
snapped as Mariner 4 flew with­ 
in 
10,500 
miles of Mars 
Wednesday 
was 
released 
Thursday night while the U. S. 
spacecraft was relaying its sec­ 
ond picture across 134 million 
miles of space. 
Almost half the picture showed 
only the dark void of space, 
with but a small portion of the 
edge of Mars visible in the 
streaked and smudged frame. 
The portion of the planet out­ 
lined in the picture, snapped at 
an extreme angle at the start of 
a north to south run, is appar­ 
ently a bright desert with an 
even brighter area in the cen­ 
ter. 
Bordering the desert-like area 
are smudges which could be 
low-lying hills, darker colored 
soil or possibly even vegetation. 
Scientists said the picture, 
streaked with lines represent­ 
ing improper radio signals, was 
not clear enough to warrant 
speculation about the cause of 
differences in shadings. 
To the unscientific eye, how­ 
ever, it could have been a photo­ 
graph taken from a very high 
altitude of one of earth's deserts 
bordering a jungle region. 
Despite lack of detail, scien­ 
tists at Jet Propulsion Labora­ 
tory were elated, calling the 
unprecedented electronic image 
a 
tremendous 
techni cal 
achievement. 
“I did not expect this or any 
of the other 20 pictures we may 
get from Mariner 4 to give a 
final answer to the controversy 
over whether there may be 
some form of life on Mars," 
said Dr. Robert B. Leighton, 
chief of the team of scientists 
who will study the photographs 
over the next several weeks. 
He said the picture showed 
markings as small as three 
miles across, indicating it was 
50 times sharper than those 
made by telescopes. 
Portageville 
Considers 
Housing Unit 


PORTAGEVILLE — The city 
council met Thursday in special 
session with Mayor Joe Chris­ 
tian, presiding.

A motion was approved that 
the council Investigate the mat­ 
ter more thoroughly, with the 
mayor having the privilege of 
naming five business or profes­ 
sional men to serve as mem­ 
bers on a committee to be known 
as '«The Housing Authority of 
Portageville, Mo." These men 
along with the mayor and board 
of aldermen would have the au­ 
thority to select a site or sev­ 
eral sites for the project. One 
or two of the sites may be ap­ 
proved by a man from the Pub­ 
lic Housing Authority from Fort 
Worth, Texas. It is also within 
the power of the Local Housing 
Authority to make certain rules 
and regulations that must be 
enforced and carried out. 
Hyatt said, "the only cost 
to the city would be to extend 
the water and sewerage disposal 
system to the site or sites that 
may be acquired. 
It was reported modern brick 
homes would be a credit to 
the city, and within the means 
of most low income people. 
They are to be well planned and 


Rent Subsidy 
Appears Sure 
Of Approval 


WASHINGTON AP — 
The 
heavily disputed rent subsidy 
program for low-income fami­ 
lies today appeared certain of 
becoming law after it won ap­ 
proval of both branches of Con­ 
gress. 
The Senate Thursday passed 
54 to 30 a $7.5 - billion housing 
bill containing a modified ver­ 
sion of the rent program. 
Senators Long and Syming­ 
ton, Missouri Democrats, voted 
for the bill. 
The high priority administra­ 
tion measure was sent to con­ 
ference with the House, which 
passed it June 30 by a 245- 
169 tally. 
Democratic leaders said they 
expected a compromise would 
be worked out easily since the 
differences 
are 
relatively 
slight. 
The rent subsidy program sur­ 
vived by seven votes, 47 to 
40, when Republicans tried to 
strike it from the bill in the Sen­ 
ate. In the House, it was saved 
by six votes. 
On the proposal to eliminate 
a rent-subsidy provision f^>m 
the bill Senator Symington voted 
for the amendment and Senator 
Long, against it.

As a weather vane of South­ 
east

climate, the Delta Community 
Hospital Is pointed toward ex­ 
pansion. 
Plans are now being made by 
hospital authorities and archi­ 
tects and engineers for a three- 
story wing to be added to the 
present facilities and to be in 
operation by late 1968. 
"When we are finished with 
this phase of our expansion 
program," Harold Jones hos­ 
pital 
administration, 
says 
"there will be nothing like this 
hospital in the area." 
Included in the wing will be an 
enlarged 
radiology 
depart­ 
ment, and the most advanced 
medical equipment between St. 
Louis and Memphis. 
The Missouri Delta Commu­ 
nity, run by a 24-meinber board 
of directors on a non-profit 
basis, is owned by the com­ 
munity it serves. Its doors 
first opened Dec. I, 1948, and 
since — including the new wing 
— the hospital has quadrupled 
its size. 
"The need is there for more 
hospital facilities," Jones said, 
"and our people are becoming 
more health • conscious.” 
Figures compiled by Jones 
in 1963 covering admissions, 
days of patient care, and gen­ 
eral hospital usage share a 
common characteristic: an an­ 
nual Increase. 
"Our growth rate has been 
IO per cent annually — and 
that's compounded," the ad­ 
ministrator observed. 
Something 
else 
has

creased, too, and that increase 
is causing grave concern in pro­

circles, 
Jones noted. "The cost of a 
day's care to a patient is also 
going up." 
Although the rise is part of 
the inflationary trend in all 
business fields, the cost of 
maintaining human life strikes 
acutely. When the family bread­ 
winner 
must spend days or 
weeks in a hospital, paying more 
daily than he earns, the cost be­ 
comes a burden to both patient 
and family. 
"One reason for our expan­ 
sion," Jones said, "is to save 
our patients money." When a 
patient must be sent to a hos­ 
pital in St. Louis or Memphis, 
for example, members of his 
family usually accompany him. 
The added expense of transpor­ 
tation to and from for patient 
and family, plus the cost of 
staying in a large city for an 
extended period of time, often 
makes expensive medical care 
the cheapest item on the budget. 
The hub of medical care was 
once the physician; but 
more 
attention is now being directed 
— by the public — to the area 
hospital. Injured persons are 
rushed to the hospital, now the 
hub of medical attention. 
"We wish, of course, that 
more people would see their 
doctor sooner. In many cases, 
diagnostic treatment — early 
enough — could save many pa­ 
tients several days in a hos­ 
pital and the severity of ill­ 
ness could be lessened con­ 
siderably."

WASHINGTON 
— Missouri 
has top scientists, engineers 
and research Institutions.

Last year, Long said In an In­ 
terview, his state received only 
2.7 per cent of the billions of 
dollars that the federal gov­ 
ernment spent for such work. 
But, in the following question 
and answer exchange, he sug­ 
gests how the situation could be 
revised to permit Missouri and 
other states In the same cate­ 
gory to benefit: 
Q. 
Congressional hearings 
have brought contentions of a 


geographical Imbalance In the 
way the federal 
government 
spends 
Its research and de­ 
velopment dollars which this 
year amounts to some $15 bil­ 
lion. Does this affect Missouri? 
A. It certainly does. Missouri, 
for Instance, received only 2.7 
per cent of all federal R and D 
Research 
and 
Development 
money In 1964 while California, 
Massachusetts and New York 
combined received over 50 per 
cent. 
No one can doubt that these 
big states are doing a fine job. 
But In many cases the univer­ 
sities and Industries of Mis­ 
souri and other midwestern 
states can do just as good a 
job. 
Q. Do you think research and 
development dollars should be 
spread more evenly among the 
states? 
A. Well, we should not take 
money away from the nation's 
top scientists. When we are 
spending 
federal money 
we 
must always seek the most com - 
potent specialists to do the job. 
But what federal agencies often 
seem to overlook Is the fact 
that 
Missouri also has top 
scientists, engineers and re­ 
search Institutions. We have 
some outstanding research fa-

cal capability to build and use 
new research facilities -- re­ 
actors, atom smashers, labora­ 
tories. 
Q. If the Imbalance exists what 
solution to you propose to cor­ 
rect it? 
A. We must have a new na­ 
tional policy to channel funds to 
good Institutions which 
are 
building their research capabil­ 
ity but which have often been 
overlooked by federal agencies. 
Q. Is It just up to the federal 
agencies? 
A. No. I think Missourians and 
other midwesterners must re ­ 
double their efforts to convince 
federal agencies that we can do 
the job. 
Missouri has already taken 
strides In the right direction. 
Missouri spent a lot of money 
to build the space science re ­ 
search center at Columbia. And 
just a few weeks ago the Ford 
Foundation awarded Washington 
University and St. Louis Uni­ 
versity a total of $20 million 
for over-all university develop­ 
ment. 
Federal agencies have a habit 
of looking to some areas and not 
to others. We are working hard 
to change that habit.

In another time and under different circum­ 
stances Adlai Stevenson would have been P resi­ 
dent. 
He would have made a great one because the 
man, who collapsed and died in a London street 
Wednesday, was intelligent, gifted and a leader. 
Stevenson failed to be elected president in 
1952 and 1956 for one reason. He could not over­ 
come the personal popularity Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, the Republican nominee, achieved 
as commander-in-chief of the allied forces in 
Western Europe during World War II. People 
in both the presidential elections did not vote 
against Stevenson. A majority voted for Eisen­ 
hower, who was and still is a popular military 
hero. Partisan politics were obscured in both 
elections. 
The eloquent Stevenson may have been damaged 
to a minor extent because he was divorced but 
from what is publicly known about this separa­ 
tion he should not have been condemned for it. 
This w riter covered an appearance by Eisen­ 
hower and Stevenson at the National Plowing 
Matches in Newton, Iowa, in 1956. The Steven­ 
son camp was gloomy. 
After the Eisenhower speech, Stevenson’s cam­ 
paign assistants complained ruefully that P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower had not discussed a single 
debatable issue in his Newton speech and pre­ 
dicted that he probably wouldn’t during the whole 
campaign. Eisenhower didn’t, either. He was 
ahead then and he stayed ahead, saying nothing 
that was controversial or which would detract 
from his personal popularity. 
Stevenson’s finest hour was when he con­ 
fronted the Russians with the responsibility 
for building the m issile sites in Cuba. Sticking 
photographic evidence under the noses of the 
Russians, he proved beyond a shadow of doubt 
to all the nations represented in the United 
Nations and to the entire world for that mat­ 
ter that the Soviet Union was responsible for 
arming a neighboring country to the United 
States in the western hemisphere. He was not 
flippant. He was deadly in earnest. He docu­ 
mented his case, carefully and intelligently. The 
Russians were speechless, shaken and em­ 
barrassed. Stevenson was never more 
effec­ 
tive. 
The UN provided a better forum for Steven­ 
son’s talents than the presidential election plat­ 
form. 
A brilliant, scholarly man with egg-head ten­ 
dencies, Stevenson was a gifted speaker but he 
spottHoydJf the heads of tod many Americans to 
be a completely effective campaigner. He was 
the m aster of the quip and of the double entendre. 
He was as adept and clever at ad libbing as Red 
Skelton or Bob Hope but unfortunately his mean­ 
ing was not always as universally clear. 
Although he did not emphasize it, Stevenson had 
a newspaper background. He was a part owner 
of the Bloomington, 111., Pantagraph, owned by 
his family. 
Whatever minor flaws he may have had as a 
politician he was one of the greatest Americans 
of this era. He served with distinction as gov­ 
ernor # of 
Missouri’s 
neighboring state of 
Illinois. 
Americans are saddened by his death. 
This country has lost an eloquent and con­ 
vincing voice in the United Nations who has 
vigorously defended our way of life.

FEATHERS STILL FLYING 
It looks to us as though that 
“ chicken war” -- supposedly 
settled 
when the U. S. 
Gov­ 
ernment accepted the figure of 
$26 million, established by the 
arbitration panel of GATT as 
the amount of damage done the 
U. S. poultry industry by Com­ 
mon Market countries is sud­ 
denly tripling the duty imposed 
on poultry from the U. S. - 
may break out anew, and on a 
wider front. 
„ Having accepted the GATT as­ 
sessm ent of damage - which 
U. S. poultry exporters say is 
much too low - President John­ 
son has ordered sharp tariff 
increases on an odd assortment 
of imports - brandy, 
motor 
trucks, dextrine and 
potato 
starch - that added up to about 
$26 million last year. 
As of January 7, according to 
the President’s order, the tariff 
on brandies valued at $9 or 
more per gallon and in con­ 
tainers of a gallon or less, 
will be boosted from $1.25 to 
$5 a gallon - which will in­ 
crease the retail price by about 


a dollar a bottle. The duty on 
trucks will be raised from eight 
to 25 percent of value, 
on 
dextrine from 1.125 cents a 
pound to 3 cents and on potato 
starch from one cent a pound 
to 2.5 cents. The hikes on all 
four represent a return to those 
prescribed by the Tariff Act 
of 1930 - up from the drastic 
cuts established by the Gen­ 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT). But the U. S. 
action, officials point out, 
is 
only a suspension of the lower 
rates which can be restored 
any time the Common Market 
is ready to treat our chickens 
right. 
But the Common 
M arket's 
Council 
of 
M inisters 
in 
Brussels is now contending that 
while the U. S. did suffer $26 
million worth of damage, the 
fact that we are still exporting 
$20 million worth of poultry 
a year entitles us to only $6 
million in redress. To realize 
how ridiculous this is, we need 
only recall that our exports to 
Germany alone shrank from $50 
million in 1962 to $20 million 
this year, that our exporters 
figure their losses in all Com­ 
mon Market countries at $46 
million; and that it is these 
losses 
- pared 
down 
to 
$26 million by GATT - that we 
now plan to compensate. 
The indications are, however, 
that the U. S. will stand firm - 
which is the least we can do in 
view of the cut-rate compensa­ 
tion offered us by the GATT 
Council - and in view of the 
volume of foreign manufactured 
goods entering our markets and 
priced to sell at retail below 
our cost of production. 
Actually, the “ chicken war” 
has been but a “ brushfire” , 
compared with what it could 
grow into. That Common Mar­ 
ket Council in Brussels should 
realize that it is very well off 
indeed if we are satisfied with 
the scanty relief offered by 
GATT.

WE GET WHAT WE DESERVE 
Speaking editorially, the Port­ 
land Oregonian makes an in­ 
teresting point. Oregon recently 
voted down, by a huge margin, 
a bill which would have in­ 
creased the state’s income tax 
take. Yet, as the 
Oregonian 
says, state income taxes are 
far less than the federal in­ 
come taxes paid by Oregonians 
--so “ . . .it is hardly logical 
for the taxpayer to be so com­ 
placent about Uncle Sam's hefty 
tithe, yet so agitated over a 
moderate increase in the state's 
relatively small share.” 
Then the paper offered an 
answer to this anomaly: “ The 
most plausible explanation is 
that voters feel they have no 
effective voice in federal fiscal 
policy, whereas in this state 
via the initiative and referen­ 
dum -- the ‘Oregon system' 
—they can with 
comparative 
ease make their desires known. 
But taxpayers should not forget 
their power, wielded through 
the ballot box, is as potent 
at the federal level as at the 
state level. The results are 
not as prompt or dramatic, but 
in the long run they can be 
fully as conclusive.” 
U. S. Representatives and Sen­ 
ators in Congress are just as 
much aware of the importance 
of listening to the home folks 
as are local politicians. In other 
words, we can put into fed­ 
eral office those who 
favor 
economy and efficiency in gov­ 
ernment — or those who favor 
endless increases in spending 
and pork barrel politics. And, 
through our ballots, we get 
what we deserve, independence 
o r Welfare State dependency.

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
AP — Some men fight out of 
hate, some fight out of love. 
Nguyen Van Ham, 23, a sturdy, 
handsome 
Vietnamese 
s e r­ 
geant, fights for both reasons. 
“ I hate the Viet Cong, and I 
love my country,” he said. 
“ I have killed three Viet Cong. 
When I shoot them, I don't 
know why, but I feel very good.” 
“ I love life very much be­ 
cause I am young. K looks to 
me like a rose. But I don't know 
how it will be later.” 
Sgt. Ham is hardly a typical 
Vietnamese soldier. He is a 
Catholic, has a high school ed­ 
ucation, and now serves as a 
battlefront interpreter with the 
Da Nang special sector forces 
here. But his story illustrates 
both the wartime plight and the 
long-term hopes of Vietnamese 
youth. 
“ I was eight when they — the 
Viet Cong — shot my brother,” 
he said. “ I came across his 
body in the street. I cried and 
cried. Not long after that they 
came to our house at 
two 
o'clock in the morning. They 
asked my father for 
1,000 
piastres. He refused. 
“ They took him away. I was a 


young boy and could do nothing. 
We heard six years later that 
they had buried him alive in a 
well. From that time on my 
mother, who had been very sad, 
never 
remembered 
anything 
again at all. She died 
six 
months ago.” 
At 20 Sgt. Ham joined the 
Vietnamese rangers as a volun­ 
teer. He worked with an intelli­ 
gence platoon and infiltrated 
enemy territory wearing Viet 
Cong garb. 
“ But at night we killed them,” 
he said. “ Once we got a cash 
bonus of 5,000 piastres for am­ 
bushing a V. C. platoon with 
18 men. 
“ I still want to go more often 
into the field and kill the Viet 
Cong. Now I no longer think so 
often of my father and brother. 
That was a long time ago. 
“ I just think it would be bad if 
the V. C. take over Viet Nam. 
I love my country. If I didn't, I 
would desert. I have had some 
commanders I did not like. 
Ham gets 3,40Q piastres a 
month — about $47. He pays 500 
piastres a month for lodging 
and 1,200 a month for two meals 
a day. He tries to save at least 
1,000 piastres a month. 
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The victories, near victories, 
and defeats of his 20-year bat­ 
tle against communism 
are 
chronicled 
in his book, 
No 
Wonder We Are Losing. Tlte 
book is an invaluable aid for 
all Americans who want to know 
what the Russian - American 
ideological battle is all about— 
how it is fought and why too many 
of the rounds go by default to 
the USSR.

One of the great rules of base­ 
ball was stated for all time by 
the noted slugger who gave 
this as the secret of his suc­ 
cess; “ I hit 'em where they 
ain’t.” 
Oilmen must, of necessity, fol­ 
low pretty much the same rule. 
They know they cannot depend 
on meeting present and future 
energy demands with the exist­ 
ing wells, because the moment 


any well starts producing, it 
starts running dry. Many wells 
last for years, but none last for­ 
ever. 
That being the case, oilmen 
have to look for new petroleum 
reserves in areas where oil 
and gas have not previously 
been found. 
The search takes them to some 
far-flung places. One oil com­ 
pany, for example, is currently 
drilling 
exploratory 
wells 
nearly as widely separated as 
the borders of the nation will 
perm it. 
These projects—known in the 
oil business as rank wildcats— 


ire on a rocky, mountainous 
Alaskan peninsual; 
near the 
Mexican border in Southwest 
Texas; near the Everglades on 
the west coast of Florida; in 
rolling farm country in upstate 
New York; and in 
Oregon s 
Willamette Valley. Each 
of 
these five tests is at least 
1,200 miles from the others. 
Prospecting tor oil is a lot 
different from saddling up a 
burro and going off alone to 
look for gold nuggets. Desplt 
some 
helpful 
clues 
from 
geologists and geo-phuslcists, 
the only way oilmen can be sure 
of finding petroleum is to drill 
a well. That means investing in 
tremendously expensive 
ma­ 
chinery and equipment. 
Trie 
average well on land, whether 
productive or not, costs nearly 
$55,000, while offshore wells 
cost an average of $382,000. 
When they drill a well—which 
may probe as far down as 4 
or 5 miles below the earth's 
surface — oilmen 
have no 
guarantee of success. Of every 
100 wells drilled in untested 
areas, only three find com­ 
mercial quantltlties of oil or 
gas. 
Despite those odds, oilmen 
drilled some 10,800 exploratory 
wells in this country last year. 
This is the kind of determined 
effort 
which 
has 
m ade 
petroleum-producing areas out 
of 33 of our states. TTiis is 
the kind of work it takes to 
supply nearly 75 percent of 
America's energy needs.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON 
— Leonard 
Marks, 
whom the President 
picked to handle the delicate, 
highly important job of selling 
the United States to the world 
as head of the U £. Information 
Agency, is one of the most 
dedicated and unassuming young 
communications 
lawyers 
in 
Washington. 
For some years he has given 
up his time and spent his own 
money 
visiting Pakistan, In­ 
dia, Ethiopia and the South Pa­ 
cific, lecturing before law uni­ 
versities, organizing education­ 
al television and working at 
people-to-people friendship. He 
was promoting the basic princi­ 
ple of the UJ5. Information Agen­ 
cy long before appointment to be 
its head. 
He also served as director of 
the Communications Satellite 
Corporation and as attorney for 
Mrs. Johnson's radio and tv 
properties, in fact, he is the 
chief reason those properties 
have become prosperous. 
Mark's most important con­ 
tribution to the nation, however, 
has 
been 
in promoting edu­ 
cational TV. Last year Marks 
found that the remote Ameri­ 
can islands of Samoa faced a 
serious problem in educating its 
youngsters and the cost of im­ 
porting 300 American teachers 
— who were difficult to get. 
So Marks helped push an ap­ 
propriation through Congress, 
then took time to accompany 
Rep. Mike Kirwan, D-Ohio, to 
Samoa to initiate an island chain 
of educational television. From 
various parts of the Pacific, 
even as far as the island of 
Tonga, near New Zealand, offi­ 
cials came to marvel at this 
educational milestone. 
Two 
years 
earlier, 
when 
President Kennedy signed the 
educational TV bill, he handed 
the pen to Sen. Warren Mag- 
nuson, D-Wash., Chairman of 
the Senate Commerce Commit­ 
tee. But Magnuson told Ken­ 
nedy that two men deserved 
chief credit for the bill — Lyn­ 
don Johnson, then Vice Presi­ 
dent, and Leonard Marks. 
He referred to the fact that 
six years earlier Marks had 
gone to Johnson, then a Sena­ 
tor, and urged him to help pro­ 
vide the nation with education­ 
al TV. Working with Magnuson 
and Marks, Johnson had pushed 
the bill through the Senate, only 
to have it blocked in the House. 
He 
persevered 
and finally 
passed it. 
So Magnuson, handing the pen 
to Marks, said, "Y ou're the real 
father of 
educational 
tele­ 
vision.” 


—JAVITS ON THE SPOT— 
Sen. Jack Javits now holds the 
balance as to whether the Sen­ 
ate passes the Dirksen Amend­ 
ment 
to the 
Constitution, 
slapping 
down 
the Supreme 
Court on big-city representation 
vs. rural domination of state 
legislatures. 
Javits, a big-city Republican, 
is a member of the 8enate Ju­ 
diciary Committee which is now 
almost evenly divided for and 
against the Dirksen amendment. 
If he votes with Dirksen, the

amendment will get out of com­ 
mittee and pass the Senate. If 
he votes the other way, it won't. 
Most Republicans would like 
to see the amendment pass. It 
would help solidify their rural 
hold on state legislatures, and 
in New York might reinstate 
Republican control. 
But the Dirksen amendment 
would also give the South a 
chance 
to 
set 
up 
white- 
citizens-controlled state Sen­ 
ates which could block enforce­ 
ment of civil rights. It will be 
interesting to see how Javits, 
a civil rights champion, votes. 


—BREAD AND WHEAT— 
There was more than meets 
the eye behind that “ economic 
letter' by the First National City 
Bank of New York blasting Sec­ 
retary 
Freem an's form pro­ 
gram as an inconsistent tax on 
bread at a time when the Ad­ 
ministration is cutting the tax 
on luxuries. 
All 
you 
have to do is to 
look over the directors of the 
F irst National City Bank to see 
why it, of all banks, jumped 
into the controversy over the 
Freeman wheat program. The 
bank’s directors include some 
of the biggest baking and food 
executives in the nation, as fol­ 
lows: 
C. G. Mortimer, chairman 
of General Foods, which oper­ 
ates 52 plants — 37 in the 
USA, 15 abroad — producing 
breakfast foods, flour and cake 
mix, etc., with a 1963 gross of 
$1.9 billion and a net profit 
of $169,000,000. 
Howard C.Sheperd, director 
of Borden, which now produces 
a wide variety of food items 
including biscuits, pretzels and 
baking ingredients. 
Freeman J. Daniels, direc­ 
tor of Helme Products, makers 
of pretzels, cookies, popcorn 
and snack foods. 
John E. Bierwirth, chairman 
of National Distillers, heavy 
users of grain. 
J . Peter Grace, of W. R. 
Grace and Co., who is a di­ 
rector of the Miller Brewing 
Co., another big grain user. 
W. M. Batten, chairman of 
J . C. Penney and 
a 
mem­ 
ber of LBJ’s national commis­ 
sion on food marketing, one of 
two Republicans among the five 
public members. He is a spear­ 
head for chain store operations. 
Secretary Freeman points out 
that for the past 18 years, the 
price of wheat received by the 
farm er has remained stationary 
at 2.7 cents for the wheat that 
goes into a loaf of bread. Mean­ 
while the price of a loaf of bread 
charged by the baker has gone 
up from 13 to 21 cents a loaf. 
He claims that the baking in­ 
dustry can absorb an increased 
. payment to the farm er from $2 
to $2.50 per bushel. 
The baking industry claims it 
can’t, must pass a two cents- 
per-loaf price increase on to the 
consumer. It has hired Carl El­ 
liott, form er liberal Alabama 
congressman, and Maurice Ros­ 
enblatt, form er Secretary of the 
Committee for an Effective Con­ 
gress, to combat the Freeman 
farm program.

Internal Revenue agents are 
on the spot no mhtter which 
way they testify before the Sen­ 
ate eavesdropping committee. 
If they take the Fifth Amend­ 
ment, as most of them are do­ 
ing, they probably lose their 
jobs with Internal Revenue. It’s 
a long standing rule that no 
tax agent can take the Fifth 
Amendment before a Congres­ 
sional committee. 
If, on the other hand, 
they 
testify and admit they tapped* 
w ires, they put themselves in 
violation of the Pennsylvania 
law which makes wiretapping 
illegal. 
The Internal Revalue Com­ 
missioner, Sheldon Cohen, was 
not in office when this wire 
tapping took place, and has in­ 
formed Sen. Ed Long, D-Mo., 
chairman of the Senate sub­ 
committee 
on eavesdropping, 
that he has taken steps to cor­ 
rect the situation. 
Nevertheless, it remains a 
fact that various Federal agen­ 
cies 
have 
engaged in wire­ 
tapping for some years in se­ 
curing evidence against the un­ 
derworld. 
The 
current 
investigation, 
dealing chiefly with Internal 
Revenue 
activities in Pitts­ 
burgh, Pa., is linked in the 
minds of some Senators with 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
D- 
N.Y., when he was Attorney 
General, at which time it was 
reported he used wire tapping 
extensively, 
some 
critics 
claimed as a political weapon. 
A star Senate witness (set 
to testify Thursday, July 15) 
is Tony Grosso, convicted lit­ 
tle king of the numbers racket 
in Allegheny county. Grosso 
is 
now appealing his 
con­ 
viction of $190,000 fine and nine 
years prison sentence on Fed­ 
eral gambling tax charges. 
Grosso was used as a wit­ 
ness by the government in an 
income tax case against As­ 
sistant Superintendent of Pitts­ 
burgh Police Lawrence J . Ma­ 
loney, 
recently acquitted of 
charges that he failed to re­ 
port $230,873 in income for the 
six years from 1958-63. 
Maloney claimed he won $44,- 
875 in bets at the tracks and 
gambling tables, of which $7,- 
700 won at the Star Dust in Las 
Vegas was used to pay off the 
mortgage on his home. Maloney 
claimed he made more in bets 
than his $40,945 salary for those 
years. 
Maloney denied he had taken 
bribes from Grosso, Marvin D. 
“ The 
Wig” 
Walkow, Walter 
"Pavo” Crisante, Meyer 8igal 
and Henry Katz. 
Sigal was sentenced to five 
years imprisonment on charg­ 
es growing out of a $6,000*- 
day numbers book, Katz 
was 
convicted on a Federal gambling 
tax charge, and Walkow was 
arrested in a raid on an al­ 
leged numbers operation. 


Manufacturers Assn. 
Chief 
Reveals N. A. M. Has Own 
Anti-Poverty, Workers’ T rain­ 
ing Operation Across U. S. 
Some two years ago, alien the 
National Assn. of 
Manufac­ 
turers wanted someone to give 
it a new, crackling dynamic 
Image, 
it appointed W. 
P. 
“ Gully” Gullander 
its per­ 
manent president. 
He took on 
the assignment with the gusto 
of a plunging fullback. During 
one of the moments when he 
stood still long enough to listen 
to a question, I asked him 
what he thought of President 
Johnson's poverty 
program. 
Here is his reply: 
By W. P. Gullander 
President, National Association 
of Manufacturers 
New York: The widespread at­ 
tention 
given the 
federal 
Poverty Program has largely 
obscured the fact that a variety 
of non-governmental solutions 
are assisting the jobless or 
disadvantaged citizen in over­ 
coming his economic handicaps. 
These solutions, often un­ 
heralded, continue to spring 
up in community after com­ 
munity. Getting to know about 
them presents a problem. There 
is no GHQ to turn to. No Big 
Boss gives orders or gets re ­ 
ports. No m aster 
computer 
spews out the results of this 
endless variety of voluntary 
effort. 
Nevertheless, we know that 
from countless clusters of p ri­ 
vate 
initiative and 
respon­ 
sibility various kinds of help 
continue to emerge for the hap­ 
less citizen who may be handi­ 
capped by lack of skill, train­ 
ing or education in his quest 
for greater economic oppor­ 
tunity. 
Last summer the National As­ 
sociation of Manufacturers set 
out to collect case histories 
of company-inspired or com­ 
munity-inspired programs that 
were getting results in 
this 
social service area. Later we 
set up a national clearinghouse 
called STEP, which stands for 
Solutions To Employment Prob­ 
lem s, to which citizen-leaders 
could turn for validated methods 
of dealing with some of these 
problems. 
Big towns, middle-sized towns 
and small towns all have been 
the sources of useful examples, 
some of them long antedating 
the birth of the federal Poverty 
Program. Let me give some 
illustrations of what goes on 
voluntarily in industrial Amer­ 
ica to permit more citizens to 
participate In the mainstream 
of American economic life. 
In Chicago, a job-mecca where 
the versatile usually thrive but 
where the unskilled may falter 
in face of changing job re ­ 
quirements, some notable ex­ 
amples exist, of which the fol­ 
lowing may be of particular 
in te re st.^ 
A national food processor had 
long provided employment in 
its Chicago warehouse for ap­ 
plicants with minimal educa­ 
tional backgrounds. But the de­ 
mands of the marketplace for 
a greater variety of products 
and product labels recently be­ 
gan dictating a change in hir­ 
ing standards. To curtail erro rs 
in shipments, it became im ­ 
perative that a greater portion 
of the warehouse workers be 
able to comprehend packaging 


and shipping instructions more 
efficiently. 
The 
company, 
therefore, 
has 
established 
classes at the grammar school 
level, grades 1 to 6, to provide 
present 
employes and 
ap­ 
plicants with the required visual 
and verbal skills to handle to­ 
day's type of work. 
In Indianapolis, a leading elec­ 
tronics plant has found it advis­ 
able to provide in-plant instruc­ 
tion at the high school level 
o8 1eaming»to make it possible 
for employes to adapt to in­ 
creasingly sophisticated manu­ 
facturing methods. With 
the 
flicker 
of 
learning 
re ­ 
awakened, a number of em­ 
ployes 
requested the oppor­ 
tunity of pursuing their studies 
through to the goal of a high 
school diploma. Company of­ 
ficials worked out such an ac­ 
ceptable plan with Indianapolis 
Public School officials, 
and 
graduating exercises recently 
were held in the plant for the 
accredited pilot group. 
In Bedford, Ohio, near Cleve­ 
land, two community - wide 
problems were simultaneously 
faced: an alarmingly high school 
drop-out rate existed, and local 
industry found itself short of 
skilled help. Industrialists and 
school authorities teamed up to 
produce a twin solution. Local 
businessmen contributed over a 
million dollars of equipment to 
the schools. Youngsters willing 
to complete specified vocational 
training courses were promised 
jobs In local plants on present­ 
ing their school certificates. 
Bedford's school drop-out rate 
has been cut far below the na­ 
tional norm, and industry'sve- 
crulting problem has 
been 
largely solved. 
In Freeland, Pennsylvania, an 
anthracite coal region north­ 
west of Allentown, chronically 
unemployed 
m iners are now 
productively engaged in making 
exhaust fans, range hoods, air 
purifiers and other home equip­ 
ment. This is due to the con­ 
viction 
of an 
industrialist, 
Gerald L. Cohen, who grew up 
in the area, knew the character 
of the work force available, and 
built a plant in the depressed 
town. 
Relying on on-the-job 
training methods, Mr. Cohen 
quickly disproved the theory 
that the future holds no hope 
for the workers 
whose only 
occupational experience here­ 
tofore has been in the mines. 
Other STEP case 
histories 
have been researched on the 
San Francisco Peninsula and in 
Spartanburg, S. C.; Lynchburg, 
Va.; Braxton Court, W. Va.; 
Dayton, O.; Toms River, N. J.; 
Baltimore, Md.; Ithaca, N. Y.; 
Hartford, 
Conn.; 
Meadvllle, 
Pa.; Camden, N. J.; Melrose 
Park, HI.; Cleveland, O.; and 
many other cities and towns, 
small and large, across the 
land. 
The private probing for solu­ 
tions goes on, constantly. The 
local businessman is working 
in harness in many cases with 
the educator, the social worker, 
the public official, and as re ­ 
sult of their mutual interest 
they all are getting to know and 
respect one another in a mean­ 
ingful manner. They are build­ 
ing a stronger America, com- 
munity by community, in the 
American tradition of voluntary 
cooperation for the common 
good.

In another time and under different circum­ 
stances Adlai Stevenson would have been Presi­ 
dent. 
He would have made a great one because the 
man, who collapsed and died in a London street 
Wednesday, was intelligent, gifted and a leader. 
Stevenson failed to be elected president in 
1952 and 1956 for one reason. He could not over­ 
come the personal popularity Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, the Republican nominee, achieved 
as commander-in-chief of the allied forces in 
Western Europe during World War II. People 
in both the presidential elections did not vote 
against Stevenson. A majority voted for Eisen­ 
hower, who was and still is a popular military 
hero. Partisan politics were obscured in both 
elections. 
The eloquent Stevenson may have been damaged 
to a minor extent because he was divorced but 
from what is publicly known about this separa­ 
tion he should not have been condemned for it. 
This writer covered an appearance by Eisen­ 
hower and Stevenson at the National Plowing 
Matches in Newton, Iowa, in 1956. The Steven­ 
son camp was gloomy. 
After the Eisenhower speech, Stevenson’s cam­ 
paign assistants complained ruefully that Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower had not discussed a single 
debatable issue in his Newton speech and pre­ 
dicted that he probably wouldn’t during the whole 
campaign. Eisenhower didn’t, either. He was 
ahead then and he stayed ahead, saying nothing 
that was controversial or which would detract 
from his personal popularity. 
Stevenson’s finest hour was when he con­ 
fronted the Russians with the responsibility 
for building the m issile sites in Cuba. Sticking 
photographic evidence under the noses of the 
Russians, he proved beyond a shadow of doubt 
to all the nations represented in the United 
Nations and to the entire world for that mat­ 
ter that the Soviet Union was responsible for 
arming a neighboring country to the United 
States in the western hemisphere. He was not 
flippant. He was deadly in earnest. He docu­ 
mented his case, carefully and intelligently. The 
Russians were speechless, shaken and em­ 
barrassed. Stevenson was never more 
effec­ 
tive. 
The UN provided a better forum for Steven­ 
son’s talents than the presidential election plat­ 
form. 
A brilliant, scholarly man with egg-head ten­ 
dencies, Stevenson was a gifted speaker but he 
spottTovGt the heads of too many Americans to 
be a completely effective campaigner. He was 
the master of the quip and of the double entendre. 
He was as adept and clever at ad libbing as Red 
Skelton or Bob Hope but unfortunately his mean­ 
ing was not always as universally clear. 
Although he did not emphasize it, Stevenson had 
a newspaper background. He was a part owner 
of the Bloomington, IU., Pantagraph, owned by 
his family. 
Whatever minor flaws he may have had as a 
politician he was one of the greatest Americans 
of this era. He served with distinction as gov­ 
ernor 
of 
Missouri’s 
neighboring state of 
Illinois. 
Americans are saddened by his death. 
This country has lost an eloquent and con­ 
vincing voice in the United Nations who has 
vigorously defended our way of life. 


Bills have again been introduced in Congress to 
prohibit the federal government from purchasing 
items manufactured abroad which are made 
from stolen U. S. patents. One of the sponsors 
said his bill results from the Defense Depart­ 
ment practice of purchasing foreign-made drugs 
produced from pirated American patent secrets.

FEATHERS STILL FLYING 
It looks to us as though that 
"chicken w ar" -- supposedly 
settled 
when the U. S. 
Gov­ 
ernment accepted the figure of 
$26 million, established by the 
arbitration panel of GATT as 
the amount of damage done the 
U. S. poultry industry by Com­ 
mon Market countries is sud­ 
denly tripling the duty imposed 
on poultry from the U. S. - 
may break out anew, and on a 
wider front. 
„ Having accepted the GATT as­ 
sessm ent of damage - which 
U. S. poultry exporters say is 
much too low - President John­ 
son has ordered sharp tariff 
increases on an odd assortment 
of imports - brandy, 
motor 
trucks, dextrine and 
potato 
starch - that added up to about 
$26 million last year. 
As of January 7, according to 
the President's order, the tariff 
on brandies valued at $9 or 
more per gallon and in con­ 
tainers of a gallon or less, 
will be boosted from $1.25 to 
$5 a gallon - which will in­ 
crease the retail price by about 


a dollar a bottle. The duty on 
trucks will be raised from eight 
to 25 percent of value, 
on 
dextrine from 1.125 cents a 
pound to 3 cents and on potato 
starch from one cent a pound 
to 2.5 cents. The hikes on all 
four represent a return to those 
prescribed by the Tariff Act 
of 1930 - up from the drastic 
cuts established by the Gen­ 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT). But the U. S. 
action, officials point out, 
is 
only a suspension of the lower 
rates which can be restored 
any time the Common Market 
is ready to treat our chickens 
right. 
But the Common 
Market's 
Council 
of 
Ministers 
in 
B russels is now contending that 
while the U. S. did suffer $26 
million worth of damage, the 
fact that we are still exporting 
$20 million worth of poultry 
a rear entitles us to only $6 
million in redress. To realize 
how ridiculous this is, we need 
only recall that our exports to 
Germany alone shrank from $50 
million in 1962 to $20 million 
this year, that our exporters 
figure their losses in all Com­ 
mon Market countries at $46 
million; and that it is these 
losses 
- pared 
down 
to 
$26 million by GATT - that we 
now plan to compensate. 
The indications are, however, 
that the U. S. will stand firm - 
which is the least we can do in 
view of the cut-rate compensa­ 
tion offered us by the GATT 
Council - and in view of the 
volume of foreign manufactured 
goods entering our markets and 
priced to sell at retail below 
our cost of production. 
Actually, the "chicken war" 
has been but a "brushfire", 
compared with what it could 
grow into. That Common Mar­ 
ket Council in Brussels should 
realize that it is very well off 
indeed if we are satisfied with 
the scanty relief offered by 
GATT.

WE GET WHAT WE DESERVE 
Speaking editorially, the Port­ 
land Oregonian makes an in­ 
teresting point. Oregon recently 
voted down, by a huge margin, 
a bill which would have in­ 
creased the state’s income tax 
take. Yet, as the 
Oregonian 
says, state income taxes are 
far less than the federal in­ 
come taxes paid by Oregonians 
--so " . . .it is hardly logical 
for the taxpayer to be so com­ 
placent about Uncle Sam's hefty 
tithe, yet so agitated over a 
moderate increase in the state's 
relatively small share." 
Then the paper offered an 
answer to this anomaly: "The 
most plausible explanation is 
that voters feel they have no 
effective voice in federal fiscal 
policy, whereas in this state 
via the initiative and referen­ 
dum 
— the ‘Oregon system' 
—they can with 
comparative 
ease make their desires known. 
But taxpayers should not forget 
their power, wielded through 
the ballot box, is as potent 
at the federal level as at the 
state level. The results are 
not as prompt or dramatic, but 
in the long run they can be 
fully as conclusive." 
U. S. Representatives and Sen­ 
ators in Congress are Just as 
much aware of the importance 
of listening to the home folks 
as are local politicians. In other 
words, we can put into fed­ 
eral office those who 
favor 
economy and efficiency in gov­ 
ernment - - o r those who favor 
endless increases in spending 
and pork barrel politics. And, 
through our ballots, we get 
what we deserve, independence 
or Welfare State dependency.

Asian Torture 
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DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
AP — Some men fight out of 
hate, some fight out of love. 
Nguyen Van Ham, 23, a sturdy, 
handsome 
Vietnamese 
se r­ 
geant, fights for both reasons. 
" I hate the Vtet Cong, and I 
love my country," he said. 
"I have killed three Vietcong. 
When I shoot them, I don't 
know why, but I feel very good.” 
"I love life very much be­ 
cause I am young. It looks to 
me like a rose. But I don't know 
how it will be later." 
Sgt. Ham is hardly a typical 
Vietnamese soldier. He is a 
Catholic, has a high school ed­ 
ucation, and now serves as a 
battlefront interpreter with the 
Da Nang special sector forces 
here. But his story illustrates 
both the wartime plight and the 
long-term hopes of Vietnamese 
youth. 
" I was eight when they — the 
Viet Cong -- shot my brother," 
he said. " I came across his 
body in the street. I cried and 
cried. Not long after that they 
came to our house at 
two 
o’clock in the morning. They 
asked my father for 
1,000 
piastres. He refused. 
"They took him away. I was a 


young boy and could do nothing. 
We heard six years later that 
they had buried him alive in a 
well. From that time on my 
mother, who had been very sad, 
never 
remembered anything 
again at all. She died 
six 
months ago." 
At 20 Sgt. Ham joined the 
Vietnamese rangers as a volun­ 
teer. He worked with an intelli­ 
gence platoon and infiltrated 
enemy territory wearing Viet 
Cong garb. 
"But at night we killedthem," 
he said. "Once we got a cash 
bonus of 5,000 piastres for am­ 
bushing a V. C. platoon with 
18 men. 
" I still want to go more often 
into the field and kill the Viet 
Cong. Now I no longer think so 
often of my father and brother. 
That was a long time ago. 
" I just think it would be bad if 
the V. C. take over Viet Nam. 
I love my country. If I didn't, I 
would desert. I have had some 
commanders I did not like. 
Ham gets 3,40Q piastres a 
month — about $4 7. He pays 500 
piastres a month for lodging 
and 1,200 a month for two meals 
a day. He tries to save at least 
1,000 piastres a month. 
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are on a rocky, mountainous 
Alaskan peninsual; 
near the 
Mexican border in Southwest 
Texas; near the Everglades on 
the west coast of Florida; In 
rolling farm country in upstate 
New York; and in 
Oregon s 
Willamette Valley. Each 
of 
these five tests is at least 
1,200 miles from the others. 
Prospecting for oil is a lot 
different from saddling up a 
burro and going off alone to 
look for gold nuggets. Bespit 
some 
helpful 
clues 
from 
geologists and geo-phusiclsts, 
the only way oilmen can be sure 
of finding petroleum is to drill 
a well. That means Investing in 
tremendously expensive 
ma­ 
chinery and equipment. 
TTie 
average well on land, whether 
productive or not, costs nearly 
$55,000, while offshore wells 
cost an average of $382,000. 
When they drill a well—which 
may probe as far down as 4 
or 5 miles below the earth's 
surface — oilmen 
have no 
guarantee of success. Of every 
IOO wells drilled in untested 
areas, only three find com­ 
mercial quantitities of oil or 
gas. 
Despite those odds, oilmen 
drilled some IO,800exploratory 
wells in this country last year. 
This is the kind of determined 
effort 
which 
has 
ma de 
petroleum-producing areas out 
of 33 of our states. This is 
the kind of work it takes to 
supply nearly 75 percent of 
America's energy needs.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON 
— Leonard 
Marks, 
whom the President 
picked to handle the delicate, 
highly important job of selling 
the United States to the world 
as head of the UJ5. Information 
Agency, is one of the most 
dedicated and unassuming young 
communications 
lawyers 
in 
Washington. 
For some years he has given 
up his time and spent his own 
money 
visiting Pakistan, In­ 
dia, Ethiopia and the South Pa­ 
cific, lecturing before law uni­ 
versities, organizing education­ 
al television and working at 
people-to-people friendship. He 
was promoting the basic princi­ 
ple of the UJ5. Information Agen­ 
cy long before appointment to be 
its head. 
He also served as director of 
the 
Communications Satellite 
Corporation and as attorney for 
M rs. Johnson's radio and tv 
properties, in fact, he is the 
chief reason those properties 
have become prosperous. 
M ark's most important con­ 
tribution to the nation, however, 
has 
been 
in promoting edu­ 
cational TV. Last year Marks 
found that the remote Ameri­ 
can islands of Samoa faced a 
serious problem in educating its 
youngsters and the cost of im­ 
porting 300 American teachers 
— who were difficult to get. 
So Marks helped push an ap­ 
propriation through Congress, 
then took time to accompany 
Rep. Mike Kirwan, D-Ohio, to 
Samoa to initiate an island chain 
of educational television. From 
various parts of the Pacific, 
even as far as the island of 
Tonga, near New Zealand, offi­ 
cials came to marvel at this 
educational milestone. 
Two 
years 
earlier, 
when 
President Kennedy signed the 
educational TV bill, he handed 
the pen to Sen. Warren Mag- 
nuson, D-Wash., Chairman of 
the Senate Commerce Commit­ 
tee. But Magnuson told Ken­ 
nedy that two men deserved 
chief credit for the bill — Lyn­ 
don Johnson, then Vice Presi­ 
dent, and Leonard Marks. 
He referred to the fact that 
six years earlier Marks had 
gone to Johnson, then a Sena­ 
tor, and urged him to help pro­ 
vide the nation with education­ 
al TV. Working with Magnuson 
and Marks, Johnson had pushed 
the bill through the Senate, only 
to have it blocked in the House. 
He 
persevered 
and finally 
passed it. 
So Magnuson, handing the pen 
to Marks, said, "You're the real 
father 
of 
educational 
tele­ 
vision."

the Supreme 
Court on big-city representation 
vs. rural domination of state 
legislatures. 
Javits, a big-city Republican, 
is a member of the Senate Ju­ 
diciary Committee which is now 
alm ost evenly divided for and 
against the Dirksen amendment. 
If he votes with Dirksen, the 


amendment will get out of com­ 
mittee and pass the Senate. If 
he votes the other way, it won't. 
Most Republicans would like 
to see the amendment pass. It 
would help solidify their rural 
hold on state legislatures, and 
in New York might reinstate 
Republican control. 
But the Dirksen amendment 
would also give the South a 
chance 
to 
set 
up 
white- 
citizens-controlled state Sen­ 
ates which could block enforce­ 
ment of civil rights. It will be 
interesting to see how Javits, 
a civil rights champion, votes. 


—BREAD AND WHEAT— 
There was more than meets 
the eye behind that "economic 
letter' by the First National City 
Bank of New York blasting Sec­ 
retary 
Freem an's term pro­ 
gram as an inconsistent tax on 
bread at a time when the Ad­ 
ministration is cutting the tax 
on luxuries. 
All 
you 
have to do is to 
look over the directors of the 
F irst National City Bank to see 
why it, of all banks, jumped 
into the controversy over the 
Freeman wheat program. The 
bank's directors include some 
of the biggest baking and food 
executives in the nation, as fol­ 
lows: 
C. G. Mortimer, chairman 
of General Foods, which oper­ 
ates 52 plants — 37 in the 
USA, 15 abroad — producing 
breakfast foods, flour and cake 
mix, etc., with a 1963 gross of 
$1.9 billion and a net profit 
of $169,000,000. 
Howard C.Sheperd, director 
of Borden, which now produces 
a wide variety of food items 
including biscuits, pretzels and 
baking ingredients. 
Freeman J. Daniels, direc­ 
tor of Helme Products, makers 
of pretzels, cookies, popcorn 
and snack foods. 
John E. Bierwirth, chairman 
of National Distillers, heavy 
users of grain. 
J . Peter Grace, of W. R. 
Grace and Co., who is a di­ 
rector of the Miller Brewing 
Co., another big grain user. 
W. M. Batten, chairman of 
J. C. Penney and 
a 
mem­ 
ber of LBJ*s national commis­ 
sion on food marketing, one of 
two Republicans among the five 
public members. He is a spear­ 
head for chain store operations. 
Secretary Freeman points out 
that for the past 18 years, the 
price of wheat received by the 
farm er has remained stationary 
at 2.7 cents for the wheat that 
goes into a loaf of bread. Mean­ 
while the price of a loaf of bread 
charged by the baker has gone 
up from 13 to 21 cents a loaf. 
He claims that the baking in­ 
dustry can absorb an increased 
payment to the farm er from $2 
to $2.50 per bushel. 
Tile baking industry claims it 
can't, must pass a two cents- 
per-loaf price increase on to the 
consumer. It has hired Carl El­ 
liott, former liberal Alabama 
congressman, and Maurice Ros­ 
enblatt, former Secretary of the 
Committee for an Effective Con­ 
gress, to combat the Freeman 
farm program.

While the increased 
cost of wheat could be absorbed 
by the big bakers, many of the 
small independents will be in a 
difficult bind, might go out of 
business.

Internal Revenue agents are 
on the spot no matter which 
way they testify before the Sen­ 
ate eavesdropping committee.

Some two years ago, when the 
National Assn. of 
Manufac­ 
turers wanted someone to give 
It a new, crackling dynamic 
Image, 
it appointed W. 
P. 
"G ully" Coliander 
Its per­ 
manent president. 
He took on 
the assignment with the gusto 
of a plunging fullback. During 
one of the moments when be 
stood still long enough to listen 
to a question, I asked him 
what he thought of President 
Johnson's poverty 
program. 
Here is his reply: 
By W. P. Gullander 
President, National Association 
of Manufacturers 
New York: The widespread at­ 
tention 
given the 
federal 
Poverty Program has largely 
obscured the fact that a variety 
of non-governmental solutions 
are assisting the jobless or 
disadvantaged citizen in over­ 
coming his economic handicaps. 
These solutions, 
often un­ 
heralded, continue to spring 
up in community after com­ 
munity. Getting to know about 
them presents a problem. There 
Is no GHQ to turn to. No Big 
Boss gives orders or gets re ­ 
ports. No m aster 
computer 
spews out the results of this 
endless variety of voluntary 
effort. 
Nevertheless, we know that 
from countless clusters of pri­ 
vate 
initiative and 
respon­ 
sibility various kinds of help 
continue to emerge for the hap­ 
less citizen who may be handi­ 
capped by lack of skill, train­ 
ing or education in his quest 
for greater economic oppor­ 
tunity. 
Last summer the National As­ 
sociation of Manufacturers set 
out to collect case histories 
of company-inspired or com­ 
munity-inspired programs that 
were getting results in 
this 
social service area. Later we 
set up a national clearinghouse 
called STEP, which stands for 
Solutions To Employment Prob­ 
lem s, to which citizen-leaders 
could turn for validated methods 
of dealing with some of these 
problems. 
Big towns, middle-sized towns 
and small towns all have been 
the sources of useful examples, 
some of them long antedating 
the birth of the federal Poverty 
Program. Let me give some 
Illustrations of what goes on 
voluntarily in industrial Amer­ 
ica to permit more citizens to 
participate in the mainstream 
of American economic life. 
In Chicago, a job-mecca where 
the versatile usually thrive but 
where the unskilled may falter 
in face of changing Job re ­ 
quirements, some notable ex­ 
amples exist, of which the fol­ 
lowing may be of particular 
In te re st.^ 
A national food processor had 
long provided employment in 
its Chicago warehouse for ap­ 
plicants with minimal educa­ 
tional backgrounds. But the de­ 
mands of the marketplace for 
a greater variety of products 
and product labels recently be­ 
gan dictating a change In hir­ 
ing standards. To curtail errors 
In shipments, it became im­ 
perative that a greater portion 
of the warehouse workers be 
able to comprehend packaging 


and shipping instructions more 
efficiently. 
The 
company, 
therefore, 
has 
established 
classes at the grammar school 
level, grades I to 6, to provide 
present 
employes and 
ap­ 
plicants with the required visual 
and verbal skills to handle to­ 
day's type of work. 
In Indianapolis, a leading elec­ 
tronics plant has found it advis­ 
able to provide in-plant Instruc­ 
tion at the high school level 
of le a rn in g s make it possible 
for employes to adapt to in­ 
creasingly sophisticated manu­ 
facturing methods. With 
the 
flicker 
of 
learning 
re­ 
awakened, a number of em­ 
ployes 
requested the oppor­ 
tunity of pursuing their studies 
through to the goal of a high 
school diploma. Company of­ 
ficials worked out such an ac­ 
ceptable plan with Indianapolis 
Public School officials, 
and 
graduating exercises recently 
were held in the plant for the 
accredited pilot group. 
In Bedford, Ohio, near Cleve­ 
land, two community - wide 
problems were simultaneously 
faced: an alarmingly high school 
drop-out rate existed, and local 
Industry found itself short of 
skilled help. Industrialists and 
school authorities teamed up to 
produce a twin solution. Local 
businessmen contributed over a 
million dollars of equipment to 
the schools. Youngsters willing 
to complete specified vocational 
training courses were promised 
jobs in local plants on present­ 
ing their school certificates. 
Bedford's school drop-out rate 
has been cut far below the na­ 
tional norm, and industry's r e ­ 
cruiting problem has 
been 
largely solved. 
In Freeland, Pennsylvania, an 
anthracite coal region north­ 
west of Allentown, chronically 
unemployed 
miners are 
now 
productively engaged in making 
exhaust fans, range hoods, air 
purifiers and other home equip­ 
ment. This is due to the con­ 
viction 
of an 
industrialist, 
Gerald L. Cohen, who grew up 
in the area, knew the character 
of the work force available, and 
built a plant In the depressed 
town. 
Relying on on-the-job 
training methods, Mr. Cohen 
quickly disproved the theory 
that the future holds no hope 
for the workers 
whose only 
occupational experience here­ 
tofore has been In the mines. 
Other STEP case 
histories 
have been researched on the 
San Francisco Peninsula and in 
Spartanburg, S. C.; Lynchburg, 
Va.; Braxton Court, W. Va.; 
Dayton, O.; Toms River, N. J.; 
Baltimore, Md.; Ithaca, N. Y.; 
Hartford, 
Conn.; 
Meadville, 
Pa.; Camden, N. J.; Melrose 
Park, DI.; Cleveland, O.; and 
many other cities and towns, 
small and large, across the 
land. 
The private probing for solu­ 
tions goes on, constantly. The 
local businessman Is working 
In harness In many cases with 
the educator, the social worker, 
the public official, and as re­ 
sult of their mutual Interest 
they all are getting to know and 
respect one another In a mean­ 
ingful manner. They are build­ 
ing a stronger America, com­ 
munity by community, In the 
American tradition of voluntary 
cooperation for the common 
good.

Hie Pass- 
over Meal is a re-activation 
of this deliverance as they cer­ 
tainly can not physically pass 
through the Red Sea, as did 
their ancestors. 
In the New Testament, Christ 
celebrates the Passover Meal 
with friends. There is no lamb, 
as was the Jewish custom, for 
He is the Lamb. Christ is the 
New Moses, for unlike 
the 
Moses of old, who led a few 
people to freedom, Christ shep­ 
herds all mankind in His pass- 
over from slavery to freedom, 
from sin to grace, from death 
to life. 
The Supper of the Lord (Pass- 
over Meal or commonly called 
by Catholics, The Mass) is the 
Memorial of the New Covenant. 
The new Passover becomes the 
Pass-over of all men. 
Hie 
Christ has passed over to the 
Father, and we with Him. His 
death r resurrection brought 
about a decisive change, though 
perceptible only by faith, by 
which suffering 
and death, 
brought into the world by sin, 
have now been made redemp­ 
tive. The Resurrection of Christ 
has renewed the meaning of 
death for the Christian. 
Christ did wtu.. man could 
never do — reversed death to 
life. The way of death becomes 
for man, the way of life. In this 
manner God's Son bridged time 
and eternity. The death-resur­ 
rection message and event set 
free the Life within Christ and 
poured forth into His human 
form, that we might share in 
the abundance of Life itself.

— What do people do in a desert 
reso rt when sum m er com es and 
the tem peratures blazes up past 
100? 
Residents of this plush spa on 
the California D esert thought 
they had it figured out long ago: 
Shut the place down and get 
out of town. 
There was a tim e when, in 
July and August, they would 
have rolled up the sidewalks — 
except that they were too hot to 
handle. 
But that was before the days 
of a ir conditioning — and a 
growing trend to turn Palm 
Springs into something it never 
has been before: A year-round 
city. 
The Chamber of Com m erce, 
which is behind the campaign, 
doesn't expect to rush Palm 
Springs pell mell into the 12- 
month calendar. It hopes first to 
extend the winter season, whicl 
now sim m ers to a halt in April. 
It may have to be a hard sell. 
The average May high is 94. In 
June it's 102. T here's not much 
even the Chamber of Com m erce, 
can do about July — average 
high 108 — or A ugust— 106. 
Y ears ago Palm Springs be­ 
cam e a caretak er's town after 
E aster, 
when 
everyone who 
could do so promptly left for 
cooler country. Almost every­ 
thing but the police and fire de­ 
partm ent closed. 
Palm Springs is a testing 
ground for new m aterials in 
building, 
new 
insulations, 
design innovations to make sum ­ 
m er survival not only practical 
but pleasant. 
You'll notice swimming pools 
built on the north side of a 
house, instead of the sunny 
south side, where most people 
prefer them . A shaded pool 
stays cooler. To keep the deck­ 
ing around the pool from getting 
too hot to walk on, architects 
a re experim enting with knobby 
surfaced concrete to diffuse the 
heat. 
Buildings have few windows 
facing the sun, and wide, over­ 
hanging eaves to protect those 
which might otherw ise be ex­ 
posed. 
C ars, of course, a re usually 
a ir conditioned. Tinted glass 
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and light colors are popular be­ 
cause they help keep the interi­ 
or cooler. 
Much of the city's social life is 
at poolside. There a re 18,000 
so-called permanent residents 
and the city has 3,400 pools — 
m ore per capita than any other 
UJS. city. Li residential areas 
about every other house has one.

T h e re 's not much 
even the C ham ber of C o m m erce, 
can do about July — av erag e 
high 108 — o r A u g u st— 106. 
Y ears ago Palm Springs be­ 
cam e a c a re ta k e r's town a fte r 
E a ste r, 
when 
everyone

could do so prom ptly left for 
co o ler country. A lm ost ev ery ­ 
thing but the police and fire de­ 
p artm ent closed. 
Palm Springs 
Is a testin g 
ground for new m a te ria ls in 
building,

m er survival not only p ra c tic a l 
but pleasant. 
You'll notice sw im m ing pools 
built on the north side of a

Questions and Answers 
UJS. Hopes to Win 
in Viet Nam by 
Outlasting Enemy 


NOTE 
— Who is winning 
the war in 
Viet Nam? The 
day to day 
reports give a 
mixed picture of victories and 
setbacks. What are the basic 
conditions that led President 
Johnson this week to speak of 
“ increased 
American 
re­ 
sponse?" This article poses 
some of the questions in Ameri­ 
cans* minds and gives the best 
available 
answers. 
The in­ 
formation comes from key peo­ 
ple in Saigon and from The As­ 
sociated Press war staff's ob­ 
servation of conditions in tha 
field. The views expressed are a 
consensus of the AP staff in Sai­ 
gon, but include the viewpoints 
of US. and Vietnamese offi­ 
cials, and, in some cases, the 
Communists* expressed aims. 
This is the first of three articles 
on the subject. 
SAIGON, 
South 
Viet Nam 
(AP) — Here are answers to 
some of the questions you may 
have been asking about the war 
in Viet Nam: 
Q. How is the war going in 
South Viet Nam? 
A. In many ways the war ap­ 
pears to be stalemated. Both the 
Viet Cong and its Vietnamese 
and American enemies have

ARCHITECT OF ITALY 
I first knew Adlal Stevenson 
during the war when he came 
to Washington as an assistant 
to Col. Frank Knox, publisher 
of the Chicago Dally News, a 
Republican whom Roosevelt had 
drafted to be Secretary of the 
Navy. Later Adlal tried to buy 
the news, never could 
raise 
the money. He also aspired to 
become Under Secretary of the 
Navy, jam es Forrestal, then 
Secretary, turned him down. If 
he hadn't, history might have 
been different. 
Stevenson went to Europe to­ 
ward the end of the war, and 
after the war participated 
In 
the political rehabilitation 
of 
Italy, it's been forgotten but, 
he more than any other one 
man, decided that Italy should 
ditch the old Monarchy for a 
Republican form of government. 
Adlal Stevenson's life started 
with tragedy, and personal dis­ 
appointments 
marked

The portion of the planet out­ 
lined In the picture, snapped at 
an extrem e angle at the start of 
a north to south run, is appar­ 
ently a bright desert with an 
even brighter area in the cen­ 
te r. 
Bordering the desert-like area 
are smudges which could be 
low-lying hills, darker colored 
soil or possibly even vegetation. 
Scientists said the picture, 
streaked with lines represent­ 
ing Im proper radio signals, was 
not clear enough to 
w arrant 
speculation about the cause of 
differences In shadings. 
To the unscientific eye, how­ 
ever, it could have been a photo­ 
graph taken from a very high 
altitude of one of e a rth 's deserts 
bordering a jungle region. 
Despite lack of detail, scien­ 
tists at Jet Propulsion Labora­

Thursday night while the U. S, 
spacecraft was relaying its sec­ 
ond picture across 134 million 
miles of space. 
Almost half the picture showed 
only the dark void of space, 
with but a sm all portion of the 
edge of Mars visible in the 
streaked and smudged frame. 
The portion of the planet out­ 
lined in the picture, snapped at 
an extreme angle it the start of 
a north to south run, is appar­ 
ently a bright desert with an 
even brighter area in the cen­ 
ter. 
Bordering the desert-like area 
are smudges which could be 
low-lying hills, darker colored 
soil or possibly even vegetation. 
Scientists said the picture, 
streaked with lines represent­ 
ing improper radio signals, was 
not clear enough to 
warrant 
speculation about the cause of 
differences in shadings. 
To the unscientific eye, how­ 
ever. it could have been a photo­ 
graph taken from a very high 
altitude of one of earth's deserts 
bordering a jungle region. 
Despite lack of detail, scien­ 
tists at Jet Propulsion Labora­ 
tory were elated, calling the 
unprecedented electronic image 
a 
tremendous 
t e c h n i c a l 
achievement. 
“ I did not expect this or any 
of the other 20 pictures we may 
get from M ariner 4 to give a 
final answer to the controversy 
over whether there may be 
some form of life on Mars,*' 
said Dr. Robert B. Leighton, 
chief of the team of scientists 
who will study the photographs 
over the next several weeks. 
He said the picture showed 
markings as small as three 
miles across, indicating it was 
50 times sharper than those 
made by telescopes.
